HISTOKY. 

HE  first  steps  toward  the  establishment  of  this  institution 
were  taken  in  Findlay,  Ohio,  during  the  sittings  of  the 
General  Eldership  of  the  Churches  of  God,  in  May,  1881. 
This  body  then  met  tri-ennially  now  quadriennially,  and  is 
composed*  of  ministers  and  lay  delegates  appointed  by  the 
various  annual  Elderships  throughout  the  United  States.  The  ques- 
tion of  founding  an  institution  of  learning  had  been  agitated  for  a 
number  of  years,  but  nothing  permanent  had  been  agreed  upon.  A 
special  session  was  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  this  project.  The 
discussions  were  animated  and  unanimously  in  favor  of  a  college; 
several  thousand  dollars  being  at  once  subscribed  for  such  a  purpose. 
It  was  then  decided:  1st,  That  the  General  Eldership  proceed  to 
secure  a  school;  2nd,  That  agents  be  secured  to  canvass  the  Church 
for  morey;  3rd,  That  the  Board  of  Education  visii  different  locali- 
ties and  decide  upon  a  place  for  locating  an  institution  of  learning. 
This  Board  was  composed  of  five  persons:  R.  L.  Byrnes,  J.  M. 
Casscl,  D.  Blakely,  J.  S.  Gable  and  J.  M.  Carvel.  The  citizens  of  Find- 
lay,  offering  ten  acres  of  ground  and  $20,000,  secured  the  location 
of  the  College  for  this  city.  The  Executive  Board  met  in  Findlay, 
January  25,  1882,  to  carry  out  the  acts  of  the  General  Eldership.  This 
Board  was  composed  of  five  persons:  George  Sandoe,  C.  H.  Forney, 
W.  B.  Allen,  J.  H.  Besore  and  T.  Koogle.  They  having  as  advisory 
members  the  Board  of  Education  and  three  citizens  of  Findlay — A.  C. 
Heck,  G.  F.  Pendleton  and  J.  Strickler,  decided  that  the  name  of  the 
school  should  be  "Findlay  College,"  and  that  Findlay  College  be 
located  at  Findlay,  Hancock  County,  Ohio,  on  the  site  selected  by  the 
Board  of  Education.  The  powers  of  the  Corporation  were  defined, 
and  Articles  of  Incorporation  were  adopted.  They  elected  incor- 
porators, fixed  the  time  of  their  first  meeting,  and  recommended  per- 
sons to  be  elected  as  Trustees. 
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On  the  28th  of  January,  1882,  the  College  was  incorporated.  This 
corporation  held  a  meeting  for  the  election  of  trustees,  February  8, 
1882,  resulting  in  the  choice  of  David  Cory,  John  Ruthrauff,  A.  C. 
Heck,  Samuel  Howard,  Aaron  Blackford,  Isaac  Steiner,  Thomas 
Metzler,  Elijah  P.  Jones  and  Eli  DeWolf,  of  Ohio;  Isaac  Frazer,  J.  H. 
Redsecker  and  J.  F.  Stoner,  of  Pennsylvania;  and  R.  M.  Paige,  of 
Indiana.  Isaac  Frazer  was  elected  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
E.  G.  DeWolf,  Secretary,  and  E.  P.  Jones,  Treasurer. 

The  College  has  endured  the  trials  incident  to  a  young  institution 
beginning  without  an  endowment.  But  a  substantial  endowment  is 
being  gathered,  and  confidence  in  the  permanency  of  the  institution  is 
established. 

The  expenses  of  the  College  are  paid  from  tuition,  interest  on  en- 
dowment, Day  of  Prayer  Offering,  One  Thousand  Dollars  annually 
from  the  Children's  College  Day  Offering,  and  from  private  gifts. 

The  prospects  for  the  growth  and  welfare  of  the  College  are  good. 
The  management  and  work  of  the  College  are  meeting  the  approval 
of  the  public  and  of  the  churches  that  established  and  support  it. 

HENDERSON  HOME. 

The  Henderson  Home  (Ladies'  Dormitory)  is  a  commodious  and 
well  arranged  building,  in  every  way  convenient  for  the  rooming  of 
girls,  and  with  dining  hall  for  the  boarding  of  all  College  students. 
The  building  is  well  equipped  throughout,  rooms  are  of  a  good  size, 
hot  water  heat  and  modern  conveniences  of  the  latest  and  best. 

The  Home  is  the  gift  of  Mrs.  L.  L.  Henderson,  who  in  so  many 
ways  helped  the  College.  It  was  the  expressed  wish  of  the  donor 
before  her  death  that  finally  the  Home  should  be  used  for  ministerial 
students,  but  for  the  present  and  until  a  ladies'  dormitory  can  be  se- 
cured  she  consented  to  have  it  used   for  lady  students. 

NEW  ENDOWMENT. 

Our  new  Endowment  Fund  has  been  growing  each  year  and  espe- 
cially so  since  the  completion  of  our  $50,000.00  Fund.  Our  aim  now  i* 
to  raise  $80,000  new  Endowment  within  the  next  five  years. 

Many  friends  of  the  College  are  interested  in  the  Annuity  Plan 
of  raising  Endowment,   which  plan   has   been   very  successfully  used 
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in  the  past  with  many  colleges  and  ^s  being  used  now  to  the  advantage 
of  the  donors  as   well  as  that  of  the  institution. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

Findlay  College  offers  the  following  courses  of  study:  three  reg- 
ular and  ten  special  courses.  These  courses  have  been  planned  to 
meet  the  wishes  and  needs  of  different  students.  The  College  appre- 
ciates the  fact  that  the  same  studies  and  the  same  courses  are  not 
suited  to  all  minds,  and  that  different  powers  are  possessed  by  dif- 
ferent students,  and  that  these  call  for  a  diversity  of  instruction.  At 
the  same  time  the  College  has  been  led  to  observe  that  the  student 
needs  guidance,  and  that  the  guidance  can  best  be  obtained  by  pur- 
suing one  of  the  regular  and  systematic  courses.  The  student  is  free 
to  select  that  course  which  seems  best  suited  to  his  talents  and  aim 
in  life. 

BOARDING   AND   BOOMING. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Fall  Term  in  September  in  1913,  there 
went  into  effect  what  is  known  as  the  Club  Plan  of  boarding.  By  this 
plan  the  students  are  at  liberty  to  secure  the  kind  and  quantity  of 
food  desired,  thus  freeing  the  College  of  undue  criticism  and  constant 
expense  and  at  the  same  time  giving  the  students  first-class  meals  at 
reasonable  prices  which  vary  from  $2.00  to  $2.50  per  week. 

All  students  are  required  to  board  at  the  College  dining  room  in 
the  Henderson  Home,  except  such  students  as  board  at  home  or  with 
relatives  in  the  city.  But  students  boarding  with  relatives  must  ar- 
range for  same  with  the  approval  of  the  Faculty.  An  exception  is  also 
made  for  students  who  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty,  arrange  to 
board  themselves. 

Room  rent  in  Henderson  Home,  ladies  only,  including  light,  heat, 
bath  and  laundry  privileges,  $1.00  per  week,  where  two  persons  occu- 
py a  room. 

Room  rent  in  private  homes  will  vary  according  to  furnishings 
and  conveniences,  from  75c  to  $1.25,  two  persons  occupying  a  room. 

All  students  rooming  in  private  homes  must  procure  the  approval 
of  the  President  and  will  then  be  expected  to  conform  in  general  to 
the  regulations  of  the  family   with    which   they   may  have  their  resi- 
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dence.  Families  receiving  roomers  will  be  expected  to  co-operate  witii 
the  College  in  promoting  the  interest  and  welfare  of  the  students  thus 
associated  with  them. 

Room  rent  in  Henderson  Home,  payable  by  the  term  in  advance. 
Boarding  at  College  dining  rooms,   payable  weekly,  in  advance. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  regime  of  the  College  aims  to  secure  the  highest  good  of  all 
concerned.  With  this  end  in  view  no  student  is  denied  any  privilege 
that  can  be  consistently  granted,  and  which  is  compatible  with  "his 
work  as  a  student;  he  is  allowed  every  legitimate  means  of  attaining 
the  end  contemplated  in  the  College  course.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
discipline  of  the  College  aims  at  such  regulations  of  the  habits  of 
study  and  deportment  of  the  students  as  will  be  conducive  not  only  to 
a  proper  standard  of  workmanship,  but  also  to  the  highest  possible 
standard  of  moral  integrity — the  highest  type  of  pure  manhood  and 
womanhood.  Discipline  necessarily  involves  the  two  elements  in  in- 
struction and  regulation.  All  students  connected  in  any  way  with  the 
College  are  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  thereof  and  are 
amenable  to  the  Faculty  at  all  times  and  places  while  retaining  their 
membership  in  this  institution. 

RELIGIOUS  INFLUENCE. 

Findlay  College  aims  at  the  development  of  the  entire  man,  and 
recognizes  the  culture  of  the  heart  :is  an  essential  factor  in  this  work. 
The  Faculty  is  composed  of  Christian  men  and  women,  who,  by  pre- 
cept and  example,  endeavor  to  lead  their  students  to  a  love  of  truth 
and  a  desire  for  vital  piety. 

All  literary  students  are  required  to  attend  devotional  exercises 
in  the  College  Chapel  daily,  and  Church  and  Sabbath-school  regu- 
larly, either  at  the  College,  or  at  such  other  places  as  may  be  selected 
at  the  beginning  of  each  term  by  the  student  or  parents.  And  as 
thre  are  twenty-four  churches  and  Sabbath-schools  in  Findlay  ample 
opportunity  will  be  afforded  for  all  regularly  to  attend  Divine  Wor- 
ship. 

Students'  prayer-meetings  and  Bible  classes  will  be  organized  at 
the  beginning  of  each  college  year,  under  the   direction   of  the  Y.    M

and  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  which,  during  the  years  past,  have  been  well  attend- 
ed, and  have  developed  a  good  degree  of  interest,  and  the  regular 
weekly  church  prayer-meeting  at  the  College  is  accessible  to  all  who 
care  to  attend. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

Excellent  opportunities  for  culture  in  composition  and  debate, 
public  speaking  criticism  and  parliamentary  usage  are  afforded  by  the 
Literary  Societies. 

Two  societies  are  in  successful  operation,  conducted  by  students 
under  the  general  regulation  of  the  College — the  Peranian  and  Aristo- 
telian—for ladies  and  gentlemen.  These  societies  have  large  halls, 
40x50  feet,  well  lighted,  heated  and  ventilated,  and  elegantly  furnished. 
Meetings  are  held  regularly  every  Monday  evening,  to  which  visitors 
of  both  sexes  are  admitted. 

THE   LIBRARY. 

A  very  important  part  of  the  proper  equipment  of  a  College  is  a 
good  working  library.  Our  library  at  present  contains  about  3,000-vol- 
umes.  A  few  of  the  best  encyclopedias,  dictionaries,  etc.,  are  among 
the  reference  books.  A  number  of  books  have  been  added  in  the  last 
few  years.  This  has  been  made  possible  through  the  generosity  of 
some  friends  of  the  College.  Great  care  has  also  been  taken  in  the 
selection  of  the  best  magazines  and  periodicals  for  the  reading  tables. 

There  are  not  as  yet  sufficient  funds  to  purchase  new  books.  A 
library  endowment  fund  is  indispensable.  Friends  of  the  College  could 
not  render  a  greater  service,  in  the  way  of  contribution  or  bequest, 
than  by  establishing  such  a  fund. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

A  number  of  scholarships  have  been  endowed  by  friends  of  the 
College  in  order  to  assist  self-dependent  students.  These  scholarships 
cover  all  cost  of  tuition,  and  while  many  of  them  are  controlled  by  the 
donors,  others  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Faculty  for  as- 
signment. A  few  of  these  are  for  the  use  of  Theological  students 
only.     The    following    scholarships    have    been    established:      Taylor,

beth Brandt,  W.  H.  Brandt  East  Pa.  S.  S.  Bloomfield — one  thousand 
dollars  each,  secured.  For  ministerial  students  only — Mary  E.  Buck 
waiter,  Kingwood  Circuit,  W.  Pa.;  West  Pa.  Eldership  S.  S.;  D.  M. 
Bare,  Roaring  Spring,  Pa. — five  hundred  dollars  each,  paid.  Ohio 
Eldership  S.  S.,  Correll — five  hundred  dollars  each,  secured.  Mrs.  C. 
I.  Brown  Memorial  Missionary  Scholarship,  paid.  College  S.  S.  Mis- 
sionary Scholarship,  secured.     H.  J.  Forney,  Memorial. 

SELF  HELP. 

The  student  who  has  small  means  will  find  opportunity  to  help 
himself  by  work  of  various  kinds.  Some  students  maintain  themselves 
by  setting  type  and  runnning  the  press  in  the  printing  office.  Other 
work   will  be   provided   as   means  are   secured. 

A  self-help  fund  has  been  started,  to  which  gifts  are  solicited. 

ADMISSION. 

The  College  in  all  its  departments  is  open  to  students  of  either 
sex. 

All  applicants  to  enter  any  department  must  present  testimony  of 
good  moral  character. 

One  who  comes  from  another  institution  must  submit  a  certificate 
of  honorable  dismissal,  signed  by-  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the 
institution  from  which  he  comes. 

Students  entering  for  advanced  standing  will  be  required  to  pass 
an  examination  in  all  studies  previously  pursued  by  the  class  they 
wish  to  enter. 

Grades  from  accredited  colleges  will  be  accepted,  subject  to  the 
proper  adjustment  of  our  courses. 

SPECIAL  STUDIES. 

Jt  is  a  general  requirement  that  all  students  shall  pursue  one  of 
the  regular  courses  leading  to  a  degree.  But  those  who  cannot  pursue 
all  the  studies  of  a  course  may,  by  permission  of  the  Faculty,  pursue 
certain   studios  for   which   they  are   especially   qualified. 
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WITHDRAWAL 
It  is  required  as  a  condition  of  dismissal  in  good  and  honorable 
standing,  that  every  student  wishing  to  withdi  aw,  shall   submit  such 
request   to   the   Faculty,   in   writing. 

TUITION   AND  FEES. 

Tuition  :  For  each  semester    $25.00,  payable  each  semester  in  advance 
Fees  :  A  fee  of  $1.50  for  Library  and  $3.00  for  Athletics  must  be  paid 
in  connection  with  the  tuition. 

Laboratory  Fees  Per  Semester — Advanced  Physics,  $3.00;  Ele- 
mentary Physics,  $2.25;  Elementary  or  Household  Chemistry,  $2.00, 
deposit  fee  for  breakage,  $1.00;  College  Chemistry,  $4.50,  deposit  fee 
for  breakage,  $3.00;  Qualitative  Analysis,  $4.50,  deposit  fee  for  break- 
age, $3.00;  Organic  Chemistry,  $2.00,  deposit  fee  for  breakage,  $2.00; 
Zoology,  $1.00;   Entomology,  $1.00. 

College  Department — Diplomas,  $5.00.     Special  Departments,  $3.00. 

Diplomas  must  be  paid  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester.

Total  expenses  per  semester  will  vary  from  $75.00  to  $125.00  or 
from  $150.00  to  $250.00  per  year.  Students  may  reduce  these  rates  by 
economy  or  they  may  increase  them  by  spending  more  money  than  is 
actually  necessary. 

A.  reduction  on  tuition  is  made  to  children  of  ministers  in  active 
service,  and  to  students    preparing  for  the  ministry. 

Tuition  for  single  subjects  $7.50.  At  no  time  shall  more  than 
half  of  the  tuition  be  refunded,  and  after  half  the  term  is  passed  there 
will  be  no  refund. 
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UNDER-GRADUATE   COURSES  AND  DEGREES. 

The  College  offers  the  following  courses  of  study: 

1.  Three  courses  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

2.  A  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Education. 

3.  A  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Oratory. 

4.  A  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music. 

5.  A  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Commercial 
Science. 

6.  A  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Chem- 
istry. 

7.  A  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Agri- 
culture. 

8.  A  Course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Home 
Economics. 

9.  Ten  courses  that,  when  completed,  will  entitle  the  student  to 
a  diploma,  but  no  degree. 

POST-GRADUATE  COURSES  AND  DEGREES. 

Post-graduate  study  is  permitted  to  graduates  of  this  College  and 
other  institutions  of  equal  standing,  and  degrees  will  be  recommended 
under  the  following  conditions: 

Master's  Degree. 

The  Master's  Degree  will  be  conferred  on  all  those  who  have 
taken  the  Bachelor's  degree  in  this,  or  any  other  reputable  college  or 
university  on  the  following  conditions: 

1.  The  candidate  shall  have  spent  one  year  in  a  Residence  course 
of  post-graduate  study  marked  out  by  the  Faculty,  pass  satisfactory 
examination  in  the  course  of  study  pursued,  and  present  a  satisfactory 
thesis. 

2.  The  same  degree  will  be  conferred  upon  those  graduates  of 
three  years  reputable  standing  who  give  evidence  of  having  been  en- 
gaged for  at  least  two  years  in  studying  and  reading  under  the  advice 
of  the  Faculty,  and  who  have  presented  a  satisfactory  thesis  upon 
some  assigned  subject.  This  privilege  is  restricted  to  graduates  of 
this  College. 
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Bachelor  of  Divinity. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  will  be  conferred : 

1.  On  all  those  who  have  completed  the  Theological  course  in 
this  College,  provided  they  take  two  years  post-graduate  work  in 
Theology  in  the  College,  or  three  years  by  correspondence. 

2.  On  all  those  who  have  taken  the  Classical  course  in  this  or 
any  other  reputable  College,  provided  they  spend  three  years  in  Theo- 
logical work  in  the  College. 

Applicants  for  post-graduate  study  will  receive  full  information 
as  to  the  courses  by  applying  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

GYMNASIUM. 

Findlay  College  believes  in  physical  education,  not  merely  in 
physical  development.  The  aim  of  this  department  is,  therefore,  not 
merely  to  develop  great  athletes,  but  to  educate  the  body  that  it  will 
best  serve  the  heart  and  mind.  The  Gymnasium  is  on  the  first  floor  of 
the  College  building.  A  new  and  well  equipped  toilet  room  with 
shower  baths  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  basement,  for  the  boys. 

Showers  have  been  installed  in  a  newly  equipped  bath-room  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  girls. 

The  ladies  of  the  College  have  the  use  of  the  tennis  courts  for 
out-door  exercise  and  the  gymnasium  is  open  certain  days  of  the  week 
for  ladies  only.  The  ladies'  gymnasium  classes  are  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Faculty.

AESTHETICS. 

This  course  contemplates  a  comprehensive  dscussion  of  the  philos- 
ophy of  the  beautiful  as  it  pertains  to  music,  painting,  architecture, 
poetry  and  the  drama,  together  with  a  general  survey  of  the  history 
of  art. 

A  text  bock  is  used  supplemented  by  informal  lectures,  ass'gned 
readings,  lantern  projections  and  papers. 

This  course  is  regular  in  the  first  semester  of  the  Seniors'  year, 
but  is  open  to, all  who  have  completed  the  course  in  General  Psych- 
ology.   I.  Semester,  4  hours. 

COLLEGE  AI  GEBRA— This  course  includes  a  review  of  the  pr'n- 
ciplos  of  Algebra  and  a  study  of  Radicles,  Surds,  Imaginaries,  Pro- 
gressives, the  Binomial  Theorem,  the  Theory  of  Equations,  Graphs  and 
Determinants.  Text:  Wells.  Four  recitat'ons  per  week  during  the 
irst  semester     Credit,  four  semester-hours. 

ANALYTICAL  GEOMETRY— Four  recitations  per  week  during  the 
first  semester.     Credit,  four  semester-hours. 
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ASTRONOMY — A  study  of  the  Heavenly  bodies  with  respect  to 
their  motions,  their  mutual  relations,  theTr  form  and  constitution,  the 
theories  regarding  their  evolution  and  origin,  the  instruments  used  for 
observation  and  investigation.  Some  mathematics  is  included,  al- 
though the  course  is  primarily  descriptive.  Three  recitations  per  week, 
two  semesters.    Credit,  six  semester-hours. 

ENGLISH  BIBLE 

Instruction  in  the  Bible  is  given  during  the  entire  college  course.  The 
work  is  outlined  in  such  a  manner  that  the  whole  Bible  is  studied  during 
the  four  years. 

Freshman  Year  :-  Old  Testament  History,  —  The  Periods  of  0.  T. 
History  are  studied,  using  the  historical  books  as  a  basis,  with  supplem- 
entary reading.  The  periods  are  as  follows:  Anti-Diluvian,  Post  Diluvian 
Patriarchal,  Bondage,  Wanderings,  Period  of  Judges,  Period  of  United 
Kingdom,  Period  of  Divided  Kingdom,  Capitvity,  Restoration, 

Text:  "  Leaders  of  Israel."  by  C.  L.  Robinson.  One  hour  through 
the  year. 

Sophomore  Year:-  Prophetic  Literature  of  the  Old  Testament. 
The  books  are  studied  in  the  light  of  their  historical  setting.  Emphasis 
is  placed  upon  the  literary  style  and  religious  teaching  of  the  authors, 
Careful  study  is  made  of  the  following:  Work  of  the  Earliest  Prophets 
Environment,  Character  and  Teachings  of  Amos,  Hosea,  Isaiah,  Micah. 
Text:  "The  Work  and  Teachings  of  the  Earlier  Prophets."  Kent  and 
Smith.  One  hour  first  Semester, 

The  Holy  City  Jerusalem  is  studied  from  its  founding  to  the  present 
day.  The  study  of  this  city  and  its  people  is  taken  up  from  the  political 
economical  and  religous  standpoint.  One  hour  second  Semester. 

Junior  Year.  The  Life  of  Christ.  This  course  is  pursued  historically 
using  the  harmony  of  the  four  Gospels.  A  chapter  is  expected  to  be  writ- 
ten each  week  on  the  subject,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  stud- 
ent will  have  prepared  a  life  of  Christ  for  himself.  The  periods  of 
Christ's  Life  are  studied  as  to  the  following  divisions:  The  Thirty  Years 
of  private  Life.  The  opening  Events  of  Christ's  Ministry.  The  Early 
Judean  Ministry.  First  Period  of  the  Galiean  Ministry.  Second  Period 
of  the  Galiean  Ministry.  Third  Period  of  the  Galiean  Ministry.  The 
Perean  Ministry,  The  Passion  Week,  The  Forty  Days. 

Text:     The  Life  of  Christ Burton  and  Matthews.    One  hour  through 

the  year. 
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Senior  Year:    The  Apostolic  Age.    The    Study  of   the  beginnings  cf  the 
Christian  Church.     The  Life  and  Epistles  of  Paul.      Essays  are  assigned 
on  differnt  subjects.    Course  in  detail  as  follows:    The  World  of  Paul's 
Day,  Life  before  His  Conversion  to  Christianity,    Conversion  and    Early 
Christian    Life,    Early    Ministry    inAntioch,     First  Missionary  Journey, 
Second  Sojourn  in  Antioch  and  the  Council  at  Jerusalem,  Second  Mission 
Journey,  Third  Missionary  Jonrney,  Last  Visit  to  Jerusalem,  Two  Year's 
Imprisonment  in  Caesarea,  Voyage  to  Rome,  Two  Year's  Imprisonment 
in  Rome,    Fourth  Missionary  Journey  and  Second  Roman  Imprisonment 
Paul 's  Knowledge   and   Conception    of  Christ,  An  Estimate  of  Paul  and 
His  Service  to  the  Church. 
One  hour  through  the  year. 

BOTANY,  COLLEGE — This  is  a  one-year  course  consist  ng  of  two 
recitations  per  week  on  the  Morphology  and  Physiology  of  Plants,  and 
three  hours  laboratory  work  per  week  on  the  Ecology  and  the  classi- 
fication of  Plants.  Some  field  work  is  also  included  in  the  course. 
Credit,  seven  semester-hours. 

CALCULUS,  DIFFERENTIAL  AND  INTEGRAL— Four  recitations 
per  week  during  the  second  semester.  This  course  together  w'th  Ana- 
lytical Geometry  constitutes  a  year's  work  in  advanced  mathematics. 
Credit,  four  semester-hours. 

CHEMISTRY,  ELEMENTARY— The  elements  of  Chemistry  are 
taught  by  recitation  and  laboratory  exercises.  Each  student  carries 
out  a  series  of  experiments  carefully  selected  to  illustrate  the  principles 
of  the  subject.  Three  recitations  and  three  hours  laboratory  work  per 
week  are  required.  Two  semesters.  Text,  Erownlee  and  others. 
Creuit,  seven  semester-hours. 

CHEMISTRY,  HOUSEHOLD— This  course  is  designed  principally 
for  girls  in  Home  Economics.  May  be  taken  :n  place  of  Elementary 
Chemistry.  The  experiments  used  illustrate  the  principles  of  the  sub- 
ject, as  well  as  show  the  causes  of  the  more  common  phenomena  in 
cooking,  preserving,  etc,  and  give  practice  in  the  detection  of  adulter- 
ants, removing  stains,  bleaching,  etc.  Same  time  and  same- credit  as 
Elementary  Chemistry.     Test,  Snell. 
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CHEMIST11Y,  ADVANCED — Prerequisite  Elementary  or  House- 
hold Chemistry,  or  its  equivalent.  This  course  includes  recitations  on 
the  preparation,  properties,  and  compounds  of  the  Elements;  discus- 
sions on  the  Atomic,  Molecular,  and  the  Ionic  Theories;  and  Laboratory 
Exercises.  Three  recitations,  and  three  hours  laboratory  work  per 
week  are  required.  Two  semesters.  Text,  Smith,  Credit,  eight  sem- 
ester-hours. 

CHEMISTRY,  QUALITATIVE  ANALYTICAL— One  recitation  per" 
week  is  given  to  the  discussion  of  the  method  of  analysis,  the  Theory  of 
Solution,  Chemical  Equilibrium,  and  the  Ionic  Hypothesis.  The  labora- 
tory work  consists  of  analyses  of  unknown  solutions  and  solids.  Labor- 
atory work  four  hours  per  week,  two  semesters.  Credit,  six  semester- 
hours. 

CHEMISTRY,  QUANTITATIVE  ANALYTICALr— This  course  con- 
sists of  determinations  of  certain  constituents  of  representative  inor- 
ganic compounds  and  mixtures,  and  discussions  on  the  methods  of 
separation,  the  use  of  indicators,  and  Stoichioehemistry.  Laboratory 
work  six  hours  per  week,  two  semesters.     Credit,  six  semester-hours. 

CHEMISTRY,  ORGANIC— This  course  consists  of  a  study  of  the 
Compounds  of  Carbon  with  respect  to  their  structure,  preparation,  and 
and  uses.  The  laboratory  work  consists  of  the  preparation  of  repre- 
sentative Organic  Compounds  by  Synthesis,  and  by  Analysis;  also  the 
detection  in  mixtures,  of  some  of  the  more  common  compounds.  Two 
recitations  per  week.  Two  semesters.  Laboratory  work  two  hours 
per  week.     Credit,  six  semester-hours. 

FINDLAY   COLLEGE   OFFERS   A   FOUR-YEAR   COURSE  IN 
HOME  ECONOMICS. 

COOKING — (A) — Practical  work  in  cooking  all  typical  foods.  Em- 
phasis is  laid  in  the  reason  for  cooking  food,  the  effect  of  heat,  methods 
of  applying  heat,  and  rules  for  measuring  and  proportion  with  special 
attention  to  skill  in  manipulat'on  and  care  of  kitchen  and  utensils. 

COOKING— (B)— Prerequisites,  Cooking  (A)  or  its  equivalent.  In 
this  course  a  greater  variety  of  foods  are  prepared  than  in  cooking  (A), 
and  an  opportunity  is  given  the  students  to  develop  originality  in  com- 
bi nation  and  flavors.     Methods  of  preserving,  pickling,  canning,  bread- 
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making,   cookery   of   meats,   vegetables,   entrees   and   pastry,   and   the 
preparation  of  salads  and  desserts. 

SEWING — (A) — Includes  practice  in  the  following:  The  use  of  the 
sewing  machine  and  its  attachments;  the  making  of  the  fundamental 
stitches;  simple  drafting  and  the  use  of  patterns;  hand  and  machine 
sewing  applied  to  undergarments.  Weaving,  darning,  patching  and 
simple  embroidery.  Students  provide. material  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  instructor. 

SEWING — (B) — Includes    the  cutting    and    making  of    a    tailored 

shirtwaist,  skirt  and  coat,  and  a  plain  unlined  silk  dress.     Students 

provide    material    subject    to   the  approval    of   the    instructor.      Pre- 
requisites Sewing  (A). 

TEXTURES — This  course  deals  particularly  with  the  materials 
used  in  sewing  A  study  of  the  development  of  the  textile  industries, 
modern  methods  of  growth  and  manufactor,  the  finish"  ng  and  properties 
of  cotton,  linen,  wool  and  silk,  their  identification,  widths,  prices 
and  uses. 

HOUSEHOLD  CHEMISTRY— Includes  a  study  of  the  following 
topics:  Fuel,  hydrocarbons,  atmosphere  and  its  relation  to  combustion, 
oxidation,  water-composition,  analysis  and  purification,  metals,  acids, 
alkalies  and  salts,  carbohydrates,  also  testing  of  flour,  meals,  cereals 
and  sugars,  fats,  proteins,  vinegar,  tea,  coffee  and  cocoa,  preservatives, 
antiseptics,  adulterants  and  stains. 

SPECIAL  NIGHT  CLASSES. 

This  course  is  open  to  students  who  are  un able  to  take  the  regular 
course,  and  includes  cooking  and  sewing,  one  lesson  in  each  a  week. 

SEWING — (C) — Gives  practice  in  the  draift'ng,  cutting,  fitting  and 
designing  of  patterns  and  includes  the  cutting  and  making  of  an  un- 
lined cloth  dress  and  tailored  suit. 

HOUSEHOLD  MANAGEMENT— This  course  mcludes  general 
laundry  work  and  proper  cleansing  of  personal  and  household  linen. 
A  brief  history  of  accounting,  the  principles  of  debit  and  credit  applied 
to  the  keeping  of  books  :n  the  home.  Budgets  and  inventories,  buying 
on  credit,  opening  and  conducting  a  bank  account. 
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ENTOMOLOGY — A  study  of  the  structure,  habits  and  economic 
value  of  insects.  Two  recitations  and  two  hours  laboratory  work  per 
week.  One  semester.  Text,  Sanderson  and  Jackson.  Credit  three 
semes  ter-faours. 

ENGLISH. 

General  Statement — The  Department  of  English  contemplates  three 
objects:  (a)  Practice  in  English  Rhetoric  and  Compositioin;  (b)  An 
acquaintance  with  English  Literature;  (c)  A  knowledge  of  the  origin 
and  development  of  the  English  Language.  Classes  elect  courses  after 
Freshman  year. 

Courses — (For  prerequisites  see  Preparatory  Department.) 

1.  Rhetoric  and  Composition — Daily  and  fortnightly  themes.  Be- 
sides the  writing,  students  are  required  to  do  a  certain  amount  of  read- 
ing from  such  authors  as  Thackery,  Elliott,  Dickens,  Scott.  A  weekly 
"Journal"  is  maintained  throughout  the  Freshman  year.  Three  hours 
a  week  first  semester. 

2.  Advanced  Composition — Special  attention  is  gievn  to  the  study, 
writing  and  delivery  of  orations,  also  to  Argument  and  Debate.  Repre- 
sentative orations  and  debates  are  read  and  some  carefully  studiuc. 
Three  hours  a  week.  Second  semester.  Courses  1  and  2  are  required 
of  all  Freshmen.  s 

3.  Introduction  to  English  Drama.  This  course  is  a  historical  and 
technical  study  of  the  drama,  closing  with  Shakespeare's  contempor- 
aries.   Two  hours  a  week.    One  semester. 

4.  English  Fiction — This  course  includes  the  history  of  fiction,  the 
study  of  the  Short  Story,  the  writing  of  at  least  two  short  stories.  Tw0 
hours  a  week.    One  semester. 

5.  Eighteenth  Century  Authors — This  course  contemplates  as 
careful  study  of  this  century  as  time  allows.  Two  hours  a  week.  One 
semester. 

6.  Nineteenth  Century  Prose  Writers — This  course  is  a  study  of 
certain  prose  writers  of  the  Nineteenth  Century.  Two  hours  a  week. 
One  semester. 

7.  Browning  and   Tennyson — The   best  short   poems   are  studied 
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and  the  longer  ones  read.  Thesis  required  on  a  comparison  of  these 
two  writers.    Two  hours  a  week.     One  semester. 

8.  English  Poetry — Selections  from  Chaucer  to  Kipling  are  studied 
critically.  The  writing  of  verse  is  required.  Two  hours  a  week.  One 
semester. 

9-10.  The  Teaclrng  of  English  in  High  School— Methods  of  pre- 
senting the  subject  of  English  in  secondary  schools  are  studied  togeth- 
er with  drill  work  in  the  more  important  classics.  Two  hours  a  week. 
Two  semesters. 

NOTE:  Students  above  Freshman  year  may  elect  four  courses 
a  year 

ECONOMICS     . 
Historical  treatment  of  the  subjects,  embracing  the  theory  and  me- 
thods of  study;  study  of  Corporations,  Banking  and    Taxation.     Original 
work  in  investigation  of  special  topics.     Text—  Seligman.—  Senior  Year 

ETHICS. 

This  course  consists  of  a  brief  survey  of  the  h.' story  and  develop- 
ment of  Ethical  thought  followed  by  a  critical  study  of  the  leading 
Ethical  theories  of  modern  times  with  a  vew  of  unfolding  the  funda- 
mental principle  which  underlie  conduct  and  of  applying  these  prin- 
ciples to  the  various  institutions  and  relations  coincident  with  human 
liie. 

A  .textbook  will  be  used,  supplemented  by  informal  lectures 
assigned  topical  reading  and  papers. 

This  course  is  open  to  Seniors  in  all  co-ord'nated  courses  and  to 
others  who  have  completed  the  course  in  General  Psychology.  II. 
semester,  4  hours. 

ENGLISH  BIBLE. 

1.  MATTHEW— This  JBook  is  exegetically  studied,  and  compared 
with  the  other  two  synoptic  wr'ters.  Students  use  Cambridge  Bible 
and  reference  books  in  the  College  Library.  One  semester.  Four 
hours  a  week. 
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II.  JOHN — The  Gospel  according  to  John  is  compared  to  the  synop- 
tics, the  Epistles  and  Revelation  are  studied.  Cambridge  Bible  is  used 
as  a  basis  in  connection  with  reference  books  in  thei  library.  One 
semester.    Pour  hours  a  week. 

III.  LETTERS  OF  IMPRISONMENT  AND  THE  PASTORAL 
EPISTLES — Cambridge  Bible  is  used  by  the  student.  Commentaries 
in  the  library  are  examined  on  important  passages.  One  semester. 
Pour  hours  a  week. 

IV.  THE  WISDOM  LITERATURE— This  is  an  outline  -course  of 
constructive  study  of  this  important  portion  of  the  Bible.  Lectures  by 
the  instructor.    One  semester.    Pour  hours  a  week. 

V.  TH  EACTS — This  course  emphasizes  the  beginnings  of  the 
Church  and  the  Missionary  work  of  Paul.  The  student  commits  to 
memory  the  contents  of  the  first  twelve  chapters,  and  the  outline  of  the 
missionary  journeys  of  Paul.    One  semester.    Four  hours  a  week. 

VI.  PROPHETICAL  BOOKS— Either  the  Minor  Prophets  are 
studied  or  one  of  the  Major  as  a  basis  for  the  work  which  is  construc- 
tive in  its  nature.  Cambridge  Bible  used.  One  semester.  Four  hours 
a  week. 

NEW  TESTAMENT  GREEK. 

I.-II.  THE  HARMONY  OF  THE  GOSPELS— The  L:fe  of  Christ  is 
taken  up  Chronologically.  Considerable  time  is  given  to  exegetical 
work.    Four  hours  a  week 

Textbook — Robinson's  "Harmony  of  the  Gospels  with  Notes  by 
Riddle." 

III.  THE  CORINTHIAN  LETTERS— Aside  from  learning  to  read 
the  text  fluently,  time  is  given  to  exegesis.  Westcott  and  Hort's  text 
with  Lexicon  is  used.    One  semester.    Four  hours  a  week. 

IV.  HEBREWS— Reading  of  the  text.  Exegetical  work.  A  study 
of  the  various  views  of  the  Atonement  is  made;  shorter  Epistles  of 
Paul  are  studied  the  last  half  of  the  semester.  Westcott  and  Hort's 
text.    One  semester.    Four  hours  a  week. 

V.-VI.  ACTS — This  is  a  course  in  rapid  reading.  Open  to  all 
students  having  had  a  year's  work  in  Greek.    Two  hours  a  week. 
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VII.  ROMANS  AND  GALATIANS— Reading  of  texts  and  Exegesis. 
This  course  is  a  study  of  the  Law  in  relation  to  the  plan  of  salvation. 
These  two  Epistles  are  carefully  compared  with  each  other  and  with 
the  Epistle  of  James.  This  course  may  be  elected  instead  of  course  III. 
One  semester.    Four  hours  a  week. 

VIII.  JOHN — This  course  embraces  a  study  of  John  and  his  writ- 
ings. The  Epistles  are  read  and  much  attention  is  given  to  Revelation. 
This  course  in  connection  with  course  III.  or  VII.  may  be  elected  by 
advanced  or  post  graduate  students  One  semester.  Four  hours  a 
week. 

FRENCH. 

1st  Year: — Fraser  and  Squair's  French  Grammar,  Part  I.  Snow 
and  Lebon's  "Easy  French."     Talbot's  "Le  Francais  et  Sa  Patrie,"  or 

any  other  equivalent  French  reading.     Composition,  dictation,  pronun- 
ciation.   Five  hours — Through  the  year. 

Second  Year — Selections  from  modern  and  classic  literature  of  the 
Romanic  School.  Victor  Hugo's  "La  Chute,"  Moliere's  "Le  Bourgeois 
Gentclhoinroe,"  Merimee's  "Columba,"  Dumas'  "Les  Trois  Monsqiie- 
taires/'   Sand's   "La    Mare    an    Diafole,"   Racine's    "Athalie,"    Selected 

Poems,  Composition  from  Fraser  and  Squair  Part  II.     Four  hours — 
Through  the  year. 

GERMAN. 

The  courses  contemplate  (a)  a  broad  and  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  structure  of  the  German  language  as  a  foundation  for  an  appre- 
ciative later  study  of  German  l'teirature;  (b)  a  critical  study  of  the 
German  classics;  (c)  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  more  impor- 
tant movements  in  German  literary  activity;  (d)  a  practical  mastery 
of  the  language. 

Course  I.  German  Grammar,  Stern's  Studien  und  Plaudereien  1st 
Series;  Stern's  Studien  und  Plaudereien,  Second  Series,  oral  and  writ- 
ten exercises.    Throughout  the  year  5  hours. 

Course  II.  Grammar;  Storm's  Immensee  and  Composition  based 
upon  the  text;  Schiller's  Ballad  en;  William  Tell;  Goethe's  Herman  und 
Dorothea.  One  hour  a  week  will  be  devoted  to  prose  composition  and 
reproduction  in  German.  Throughout  the  year,  four  hours.  Open  to 
those  who  have  had  Course  I. 
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Course  III.  Students  will  elect  from  the  following  authors:  Les- 
sing,  Goethe,  Schiller,  Heine,  Gillparzer,  Keller  and  later  prose  writers, 
etc.  History  of  German  Literature  one  day  a  week  Pour  dramas  or 
their  equivalent  will  be  studied.  Throughout  the  year  four  Lours. 
Open  to  students  having  completed  Course  II. 

Course  IV.  A  continuation '  of  Course  III.  Open  to  all  students 
who  have  had  Course  III.,  or  who  have  thoroughly  mastered  Course  II. 
This  course  alternates  with  course  III.  Throughout  the  year  four 
hours. 

GEOLOGY. 

The  course  in  Geology  requires  one-half  year  It  gives  a  fair 
knowledge  of  geologic  processes,  the  forces  which  produce  them,  and 
the  explanation  of  the  more  important  phenomena  that  originate  w  th- 
in the  earth.  A  good  knowledge  of  physiography  as  a  foundation  of  the 
basal  facts  of  history,  and  the  rock-bed  of  our  economic  life  is  required. 
No  less  than  two  jaunts  are  taken  to  study  the  phys'ographic  features, 
and  rock  formations.  At  least  fifteen  minerals  or  rocks  are  collected 
and  classified.  Many  more  are  identified  in  the  museum.  Illustrated 
lectures  are  given,  and  many  photographs  and  stereoscopic  views  of 
pot-hole  formations,  rock  erosion,  and  volcanic  bombs  are  used. 

Reports  are  required  of  sections  studied  and  assigned  readings  are 
given. ' 

GREEK. 

Burgess  and  Bonner's  "Elementary  Greek"  is  the  text-book  for  the 
first  semester,  five  hours  a  week.  Modern  pronunciation  with  easy  con- 
versation are  used.  Anabasis  and  Composition  are  studied  the  second 
semester. 

The  Anabasis  and  Symposium  of  Xenophon;  Plato's  Apology,  Crito 
and  Phaedo  are  read  the  second  year  in  connection  with  Composition 
and  Sight  reading. .  Four  hours  a  week. 

After  the  second  year  the  following  semester  courses  are  offered: 

1.  Lysias  with  an  introduction  to  Greek  oratory.  Sight  reading. 
Two  hours  a  week. 

2.  New  Testament  Greek.  Sight  reading.  Two  hours  a  week.    Two 

semesters. 
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3.  Demosthenes:   Philippics.    Two  hours  a  week. 

4.  Demosthenes :  On  the  Crown.    Four  hours  a  week. 

5.  Euripides :  Introduction  to  the  Greek  Drama.  Iphigenia  is  read. 
Two  hours  a  week. 

6.  Sophocles :   The  Antigone.     Two  hours  a*  week. 

7.  Aeschylus:  Prometheus  Bound.    Two  hours  a  week. 

8.  Homer:  The  Illiad.  Selections  are  read  with  special  reference 
to  tlje  literary  form.    Two  hours  a  week. 

9.  Xenophon's  Memorabilia.  Study  of  the  "Socratic  Method" 
Three  hours  a  week. 

10.  Additional  New  Testament  courses  described  in  Theological 
Department. 

11.  Greek  Archaeology.  Two  hours  a  week.  One  semester.  Open 
to  all  students  abo\e  the  Freshman  year.  Text-book,  Fowler  and 
Wheeler. 

12  General  survey  of  Greek  Literature.  Two  hours  a  week.  One 
semester.  Open  to  all  students  above  the  Freshman  year.  Text-book, 
Wright. 

NOTE:  Students  having  had  two  years'  of  Greek  may  elect  four 
courses  a  year  from  the  electives. 

HISTORY  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  aim  of  these  courses  in  Church  History  is  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  relations  of  the  history  of  Christianity  and  of  the 
Church  to  the  History  of  Philosophy,  the  History  of  Education,  and  to 
te  History  of  Christian  Doctrine  given  in  other  departments  of  this 
institution. 

Course  I  History  of  New  Testament  Times  in  Palestine.  One 
Semester.    Three  hours  a  week. 

In  this  course  attention  will  be  given  The  Wisdom  Literature; 
Growth  of  the  Canon;  The  Restoration  of  the  Temple  Worship;  The 
Development  of  Judaism;  The  Essenes;  The  Roman  Conquest  of  Judea; 
The  Rise  of  the  House  of  Antipater;  The  Life  and  Death  of  Herod; 
Palestine  Under  the  Romans;  The  Messian:c  Hope;  The  Fall  of  Judea 
and  the  Rise  of  the  Christian  Church;  The  Siege  of  Jerusalem  and  the 
Spread  of  Christianity. 

Course  II.     The  Ancient  Era:   From  The  Apostolic  Age  to  the  Be- 
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ginning  of  the  Reformation.     One  Semester.     Three  hours. 

This  course  consists  of  a  comprehensive  study  of  The  Pounding  of 
the  Church;  The  Supremacy  of  the  Church  in  the  Roman  World;  the 
Founding  of  the  Church  among  the  Germanic  Nations;  The  Rise  c:-J 
Progress  of  Mohammedanism;  The  Growth  of  the  Papacy;  The  Re- 
forming Councils;  The  Church  and  the  Papacy  in  the  Last  Half  of  the 
Fifteenth  Century;  The  Reformers  before  the  Reformation,  and  the 
Revival  of  Learning. 

Course  III.  The  Modern  Era  From  the  Beginning  of  the  Re- 
formation to  the  Peace  of  Westphalia  1648.  One  Semester.  Three 
hours. 

This  course  is  intended  to  cover  the  period  of  the  Reformat  on  as 
manifested  in  France,  The.  Netherlands,  England  and  Scotland,  Italy 
and  Spain.  Special  emphasis  will  be  given  to  the  worship  in  Protestant 
churches  and  their  activities  in  Christian  Missions  and  their  Settle- 
ments and  Communties  in  America. 

Course  IV.  The  Modern  Era:  From  the  Feace  of  Westphal  a  to 
the  Present  Time.     One  Semester.    Three  hours 

This  course  will  be  devoted  to  a  e-tudy  of  the  Revivals  in  America 
under  the  preaching  of  Wesley  and  Whitefield;  the  R  se  of  Methodism; 
the  Spread  of  Congregationalism;  the  Work  of  the  Disciples  of  Christ 
and  the  Baptists;  the  Origin,  Doctrine  and  Growth  of  the  Churches 
of  God;  the  Rise  and  Growth  of  the  Presbyterians,  Lutherans,  and 
other  leading  religious  bodies  of  the  United  States.  Special  attention 
will  be  given  to  the  Oxford  and  similar  movements  of  England  and 
America.  Texts  and  reference  books:  History  of  the  Christian 
Church — Fisher,  History  of  the  Churches  of  God — Forney,  A  History  of 
New  Testament  Times  in  Palestine — Shailer  Mathews,  Church  History 
— Kurtz,  Church  History — Schaff. 

HISTORY  OF  EDUCATION, 

Lectures,  disc  ussions,  text-book  and  bibliography.  Text  requred, 
Painter's  "History  of  Education."     Three  periods  per   week  the  year. 

The  educational  theories  of  the  past  that  are  now  in  vogue  will  be 
emphasized,  as  well  as  the  theories  now  wrought  into  our  modern 
school  systems.     Greek  education    will  be  most  considered  as  to  past 
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theories;  the  birth  and  growth  of  humanism;  the  doctrines  of  educa- 
tional reformers;  systems  the  results  of  previous  educational  condi- 
tions. 

Course  I.  This  course  will  deal  with  the  theories,  and  the  systems 
of  education  among  the  Oriental  Nations,  and  the  Ancient  Classical 
Nations,  especially  stressing  the  institutions  these  theories  blrthed. 
Texts  coji suited,  Monroe's  Source  Book,  Monroe's  Brief  Course,  Etc. 

Course  II.  Christian  Education  before  the  Reformation,  and  from 
the  Reformation  to  the  present  time  will  be  the  field  for  study  and  pre- 
scribed readings.  Texts  consulted,  Parker's  History  of  Modern  Ele- 
mentary Education,  etc. 

Course  III.  The  doctrines  of  Educational  Reformers  of  Three  Cen- 
turies. Readings  assigned  from  works  on  education.  Text,  Graves' 
Great  Educators  of  Three  Centuries. 

Course  IV.  Education  in  Germany,  or  European  Schools.  Refer- 
ence works,  Klemm  and  Encyclopedias.    Abstracts  requiredv 

Course  V.  Education  in  the  United  tSates.  The  Colonial  Period, 
The  Revolutionary  Period  and  The  Period  of  Reorganization.  Text, 
Hoone's  Education  in  the  U.  S. 

Course  VI.  Education  in  the  United  States  continued.  The  Period 
of  Reorganization  and  Current  Educational  Interests.  Abstracts 
required. 

HISTORY  OF  PHILOSOPHY. 

The  aim  of  these  courses  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  main 
factors  in  the  evolution  of  philosophic  thought  from  the  earliest  cos- 
mologists  to  the  present  time  as  well  as  to  furnish  him  with  method 
for  critical  examination  of  important  periods. 

COURSE  L  ANCIENT  PHILOSOPHY. 

Greek,  from  625  B.  C.  to  the  death  of  Aristotle;  Helenic — Roman 
from  322  B.  C.  to  the  fall  of  old  Rome.  Text-book,1  assigned  papers  and 
informal  lectures.     One  Semester.     Two  hours. 

Open  to  all  students  who  have  completed  Course  II.  in  Psychology. 

COURSE  II.  MEDIAEVAL  PHILOSOPHY, 

Early  Mediaeval,  from  the  fall  of  old  Rome  to  the  beginning  of 
Modern  Europe.  Transitional  Mediaeval  from  the  beginning  of  modern 
Europe  to  the  Crusades.     Classic  Mediaeval,  from  the  Crusades  to  the 
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fall  of  new  Rome  or  Constantinople. 

Text-book,  assigned  papers  and  informal  lectures.  One  Semester. 
Two  hours.  Open  to  all  who  have  completed  Course  II.  in  Psychology 
or  Course  I.  in  Historical  Philosophy. 

COURSE  III.  MODERN  PHILOSOPHY. 

Rennaissance  to  Locke's  Essay  of  the  Human  Understanding;  En- 
lightenment, from  Locke's  Essay  to  Kant's  Critique;  German  Idealism: 
Herhard  and  Schopenhauer.  The  Philosophy  of  the  Nineteenth  Cen- 
tury. Text-hook,  assigned  papers  and  informal  lectures.  One  Sem- 
ester.    Two  hours.     Open  to  all  who  have  completed  Course  I.  or  II.

One  sem- 
ester.    Two  hours  a  week. 

2.  The  Theme  and  the  Parts  of  the  Sermon.  Attention  is  given  to 
the  gathering  of  material,  the  outlining;  the  writing  and  delivery  of  the 
sermon.     Same  text  as  Course  1.    One  semester.    Two  hours  a  week. 

3.  Preaching.  Much  attention  is  given  to  the  preparing  and  de- 
livering of  various  kinds  of  .ermons  and  addresses.  Lectures  by  the 
instructor.  Students  use  .eierence  books  in  library.  One  semester. 
Two  hours  a  week. 

4.  Practical  Th'ngs.  Lectures  on  the  various  duties  belonging  to 
the  ministry.  Freaching  by  the  students.  One  semester.  Two  hours 
a  week, 

NOTE:  Abundant  opportunity  is  afforded  ministerial  students  for 
action  work  in  the  two  missions  controlled  by  the  College  and  in  the 
various  churches  in  the  vicinity  of  the  College.

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  familiarize  the  student  in  a  theoretical 
and  practical  way  with  the  nature  and  laws  of  thought. 

The  leading  types  of  Induction  and  Deduction  will  be  carefully 
developed: 

Course  I.  Deductive  Logic:  The  Concept,  The  Judgment,  Imme- 
diate Inference,  Mediate  Inference,  The  Syllogism,  Extra  Syllogistic 
Reasoning,  Fallacies.  Text-book — Hibben,  Critical  and  Practical  Exer- 
cise. One-half  semester.  Four  hours.  Open  to  all  students  who  have 
completed  Course  II.  in  Psychology. 

Course  II.  Inductive  Logic:  The  Essentials  of  Induction,  Types 
of  Induction,  Methods  of  Induction,  Predication  and  Verification,  Hy- 
pothesis, Analogy,  Probability,  Empirical  Laws,  Inductive  Fallacies, 
Applications  Text-book — Hibben,  Critical  and  Practical  Exercise. 
One-half  semester.  Four  hours.  Open  to  all  students  who  have  com- 
pleted course  II.  in  Psychology. 

METAPHYSICS. 

These  courses  are  designed  to  establish  in  the  student  a  clear  con- 
ception of  the  meaning  and  nature  of  reality. 

Course  I.  The  Field  of  Metaphysics,  Subjectivity  of  Sensation, 
Space  and  Time,  Subjective  Reality,  Objective  Reality,  The  World  and 
God,  Applications.  Text-book — Informal  Lectures.  One  semester. 
Two  hours. 

Course  II. '  A  critical  Expositiicn  of  the  Fundamental  'Metaphysical 
Conceptions,  Ontology,  Cosmology,  Psychology  or  the  Soul  and  It 3 
Relations  and  Implications.  Text-book — Informal  Lectures,  Assigned 
Reading  and  Theses.  One  semesiter  Two  hours.  Open  to  all  students 
who  have  completed  Courses  I.  and  II.  in  Logic. 

PHYSICS,  COLLEGE. 

The  first  semester  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  Mechanics,  Mole- 
cular Physics  and  Heat.  The  second  semester  will  be  'given  to  the 
study  of  Sound,  Light  and  Electricity.  Three  recitatiions  per  week, 
Laboratory  work  four  hours  per  week.  Texts:  Millikan,  and  Millikan 
and   Mills.     Credit,  eight    s^niestor-hours. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION. 
Prof.  H.  S.  Brinser,  M.  E.,  M.  Pd. 

OBSERVATION  AND  PRACTICE. 

Thorough  preparation  is  the  basis  of  any  profession,  and  only  when 
the  science  and  the  art  of  that  which  one  desires  to  do  is  understood, 
will  the  work  become  a  profession. 

Special  preparation  is  just  as  essential  a  prerequisite  for  teaching, 
as  it  is  for  practicing  law,  or  medicne.  No  unprepared  person  would 
pose  either  as  a  lawyer  or  a  pdysician,  neither  should  one  think  of  deal- 
ing with  immortal  souls  without  a  knowledge  of  the  child's  potentiali- 
ties, its  capabilities,  its  mental  development,  in  short,  with  the  problem 
of  eudcaton,  the  being  to  be  educated — Man;  the  material  to  be  used — ■ 
Matter;   and  the  way  in  which  these  elements  are  used — Method. 

The  course  purposes  to  give  a  greater  depth  of  insight  and  breadth 
of  outlook;  to  give  greater  content' to  the  branches  taught;  to  foster 
a  r'ght  and  healthful  attitude  toward  education;  to  establish  skill  in  the 
process  of  teaching,  and  in  the  use  of  efficient  methods. 

PEDAGOGY. 

Principles  and  Methods  of  Teaching — Special  and  General. 

Three  Periods  a  Week. 
Texts — "Boyer's  Principles  and  Methods  of  Teaching;   De  Garmo's 
The  Studies. 

Lectures,  discussions,  consultations,  theses,  reports,  planned  lesT 
sons,  etc.,  will  be  the  means  of  procedure.  Library  work  will  be  re- 
quired, and  the  abstracts  gleaned  will  be  carefully  examined  in  the 
Note-books. 

A  large  cabinet  of  actual  school  work  of  all  grades  which  was  on 
exhibition  at  the  St  Louis  World's  Fair,  will  ibe  at  hand  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  students. 

Illustrated  lessons  will  be  given.    The  presentation  of  tire  subject 
will   be   largely   stressed.  '  Lessons  will  be  typal.     A  number  of  the 
lectures  will  be  illustrated  in  order  to  impress  upon  the  student  the* 
value  of  self-made  charts  in  teaching,  and  to  show  how  we  are  often- 
times too  content  with  too  little  content. 
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Course  I.  Mental  Activity,  Principles  of  Teaching,  and  Mental 
Culture.  This  course  will  embrace  principles  derived  from  the  Nature 
of  the  Mind,  the  Nature  of  Knowledge,  and  the  Nature  of  Instruction. 
The  Educational  Decalogue  and  the  Teacher's  Decalogue.  The  Methods 
of  Cultivating  the  Intellect  with  all  its  Powers.  Much  of  this  work 
will  be  illustrative  and  experimental. 

Course  II.  Special  Methods.  Texts,  Car  lick's  New  Manual  ol 
Method.  Boyer's  Principles  and  Methods  of  Teaching.  This  course 
concerns  Itself  especially  with  modern  methods  of  teaching  the  com- 
mon school  branches,  ever  keeping  in  mind  the  apperceptive  sequence. 
The  enhancement  of  this  course  resides  in  its  adaption  to  the  grade 
teacher.  High  school  teachers  should  be  conversant  with  Methods  in 
all  the  grades,  especially  so,  if  they  expect  to  do  supervision  work. 

Course  III.  Special  Methods  Continued.  Methods  of  Attack  in  the 
Advanced  Branches.     Typal  Lessons. 

Course  IV.  General  Methods,  Texts,  Dei  Carmo's  Interest  and 
Education  Bagley's  Educative  Process.  This  course  deals  with  gen- 
eral educational  method  as  the  means  to  the  educational  aim,  stress- 
ing the  Educative  Process,  Preparation,  Presentation,  Inspiration,  The 
Motive  Element,  Proximate  Means,  Ultimate  Ends,  Appreciation,  Inter- 
est, and  Motor  Training. 

Course  V.  General  Methods  Continued.  The  Art  of  Questioning, 
The  Trinality— Test,  Drill  and  Instruct,  The  Study  Lesson,  The  Social 
Phase  of  the  Recitation,  Moral  Training,  Lesson  Plans. 

Course  VI.  General  Methods  Continued.  Relative  Value  of  Studies, 
Correlation,  Appreciation,  Factors  in  Study,  Everyday  Problems,  The 
Teaching  Process.  Technique,  Tact,  The  Motive,  Element  in  Teaching, 
Waste  in  Teaching. 

Observation  and  Practice 

Three  semester  hours  are  required  for  observation  of  teaching  and 
practice  of  teaching.  No  less  than  (27)  twenty-seven  recitations  shall 
be  taught  by  each  student.  Noe-books  and  Plan-books  are  required. 
The  slogan  is  "Have  a  Plan;   plan  your  work;  work  your  plan  " 

The  Note-book  will  contain  the  written  reports  on  the  observations: 
the  plan-book,  the  plans  of  the  student-teacher  for  each  lesson  to  be 
taught.  These  plans  will  be  carefully  examined  and  if  needs  be,  amend- 
ed, before  the  student-teacher  teaches. 
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PHILOSOPHY  OR  SCIENCE  OF  EDUCATION. 

Lectures,  discussions,  text-book,  abstracts  and  bibliography.  Three 
periods  per  week  throughout  the  year.  Text,  required,  Rosenkranz's 
Philosophy  of  Education.  Texts  consulted,  Home's  The  Philosophy  of 
Education,  Kilpatrick's  Fundamentals  of  Child  Study,  Harris'  Psych- 
ologic Foundations  of  Education,  Thorndike's  Education,  Original 
Sources,  Bagley's  The  Educative  Process,  Spencer's  Essay  on  Educa- 
tion, etc. 

PHILOSOPHY  OF  EDUCATION. 
H.  S.  BRINSER. 

This  course  will  consider  the  following:  The  Nature  of  Education, 
The  Form  of  Education?  The  Limits  of  Education,  The  Special  Elements 
of  Education,  Physical  Education  Dietetics,  Gymnastics,  Intellectual 
Education,  The  Intuitive  Epoch,  The  Imaginative  Epoch,  The  Logical 
Epoch,  Method,  Instinctive,  The  Art  of  Learning,  The  Modality  of  the 
Process  of  Teaching,  Education  of  the  Will,  Social  Culture,  Moral  Cul- 
ture, Religious  Culture,  The  Theoretical  Process  of  Religious  Culture, 
Particular  Systems  of  Educations,  etc. 

The  aim  of  these  courses  is  to  give  the  students  a  clearer  educa- 
tional perspective,  after  having  considered  the  Biological  Aspect  of 
Education,  the  Physiological  Aspect,  the  Sociological  Aspect  and  the 
Psychological  Aspect. 

Course  I.  This  course  will  be  prefaced  by  lectures  on  the  sciences 
that  the  science  of  education  presupposes,  namely,  Anthropology,  Phe^ 
nomienology,  Psychology,  Ethics,  etc.  Also  the  Nature  of  Education, 
The  Form  of  Education,  The  Limits  of  Education,  Physical  Education, 
Dieteties,  Gymnastics,  Intellectual  Education,  including  The  Psycho- 
logical Presupposition.    Given  in,  1914. 

Course  II.  Intellectual  Education,  including  The  Intuitive  Epoch, 
The  Imaginative  Eipoch,  The  Logical  Epoch,  Instruction,  The  Art  of 
Learning,  The  Modality  of  the  Process  of  Teaching,  Pragmatics,  (a) 
Social  Culture,  (b)  Moral  Culture,  (c)  Religious  Culture,  (d)  The 
Theoret'-cal  Process  of  Religious  Culture,  (e)  The  Practical  Process  of 
R,eligious  Culture. 
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Course  III.  Particular  Systems  of  Education,  (a)  Historical  Sys- 
tems, National  Education,  (b)  Passive  Education,  Actve  Education. 
Individual  Education,  Theocratic  Education,  Humanitarian  Education. 

Course  IV.  The  field  of  Education,  The  Biological  Aspect  of  Edu- 
cation, The  Physiological  Aspect  of  Education,  The  Sociological  Aspect 
of  Education,  The  Physiological  Aspect  of  Education. 

Course  V.  Nature,  Scope  and  Problems  of  Child  Study,  Instincts, 
Development  of  Individual- stic  Instincts,  Development  of  Adaptive 
Instincts — Imitation,  Play,  Curiosity,  Development  of  Regulative  In- 
stincts, Expressive  Instincts,  Heredity,  Abnormalities,  and  Applied 
Child  Study. 

Course  VI  The  Functions  of  the  School,  The  Ethical  End  of 
Eudcation,  The  Technique  of  Teaching,  Educational  Values,  Psycho- 
logic Method,  Psycholog'c  System,  Psychologic  Foundations. 

HISTORY. 

The  following  courses  are  intended  to  give  the  student  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  leading  facts  of  history,  and  to  trace  them  to  their 
various  causes.  Special  emphas's  will  be  placed  upon  the  correlations 
of  history  and  philosophy  in  The  destinies  of  the  peoples  of  the  world. 

I.  Historical  Fundamentals.  First  Semester  One  hour.  The  aim 
of  this  course  w'll  be  to  introduce  the  student  into  the  field  of  his- 
torical literature.  The  following  subjects  will  be  studied:  What  is 
History?  Historical  Development  and  Present  Character  of  the  Sci- 
ence of  History;  the  Psychology  of  the  Periods  of  Culture  in  General; 
the  Problems  of  Universal  History.  Text,  Lamprecht's  "What  Is 
History  ?" 

II.  History  in  Its.  Relation  to  the  Self-Expreission  of  a  Nation. 
Two  hours.  The  philosophical  idea  of  history  requires  for  its  existence 
a  background  and  a  consciousness  on  the  part  of  the  student  of  his 
relation  both  to  the  past  and  the  present.  One's  own  nation  affords  a 
fitting  and  a  fertile  field  for  such  investigations. 

The  aim  of  this  course  wilj  be  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the 
Soul  of  a  People,  the  Governmental  Growth  of  a  Nation,  Common 
Order  and  Social  Co-operation  of  our  People,  together  with  their  per- 
snal  expression  in  literature,  education  and  reliirioin 
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III.  The  Un  ted  States  as  a  World  Power  One  semester.  Two 
hours.  The  aim  of  this  course  will  be  to  give  the  student  a  compre- 
hensive conception  of  the  Formation  and  Growth  of  the  U.  S.,  The 
Monroe  Doctrine,  The  Acquisition  of  Colonies,  Pan- Americanism,  The 
Panama  Canal,  The  United  States  and  the  Orient,  The  United  States 
and  Her  Economic  Problems. 

IV.  History  in  Its  Relation  to  International  Law.  The  aim  of 
this  course  is  to  give  the  student  an  opportunity  to  lay  the  foundation 
for  special  work  in  the  philosophy  of  history  and  Constitutional  Law. 
Special  attentioin  will  be  given  to  a  study  of  the  Definitions  and  His- 
tory of  Intern  at  onal  Law,  the  Subjects  and  Sources  of  International 
Law,  The  Laws  of  Peace  and  War,  Neutrality,  Blockade,  together  with 
a  brief  study  of  the  Consular  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Text:  Principles  of 
International  Law — Lawrence     One  semester.    Pour  hours  a  week. 

PERIODS  OF  AMERICAN  HISTORY. 

The  Formation  of  the  American  Constitution.  One  semester.  Three 
hours  a  week. 

In  this  course  attenton  will  be  directed  to  formative  movements 
which  culminated  in  the  American  Constitution.  Movements  Toward 
rnion;  the  Struggle  for  Revenue;  America  and  Continental  Europe; 
The  Helplessness  of  Congress,  The  Federal  Convention;  the  Connecti- 
cut Compromise;  The  Constitution  in  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware,  and 
The  Federal  Government  of  the  United  States,  will  be  studied  and  dis- 
cussed, aided  by  lectures  and  documentary  material.  Text —  Ban- 
croft's "United  States  of  America."     Vol.  VI. 

The  Period  of  Dissession  and  Agitation — 1850-1861.  In  this  course 
the  student  will  acquaint  himself  with  the  great  factors  which  ulti- 
mately resulted  in  the  Great  Civil  War  Social  Ferment,  International 
Entanglements,  the  Passing  of  the  Whigs,  the  Repeal  of  the  Missouri 
Compromise,  the  Eve  of  Secession,  and  the  Confederate  States  of 
America  are  studied  One  semester.  Four  hours  a  week.  Text — "A 
History  of  the  People  of  the  United  States.*'  Vol.  VIII.  1860-1861— 
MacMaster, 
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VI.  European  History.  The  object  of  this  course  is  to  present  a 
trustworthy  account  of  the  general  development  of  European  History 
and  to  deal  fully  and  carefully  with  the  most  important  events  of 
each  century. 

A — The  Balance  of  Power.  1715-1789.    One  semester.    Three  hours 

In  this  the  chief  events  of  the  political  history  of  Europe  during 
the  18th  century  are  given  with  little  theorizing-emphasizing  the  War 
of  the  Polish  Succession,  War,  of  the  Austrian  Succession,  the  Diplo- 
matic Revolution,  Seven  Years'  War,  Europe  and  the  War  of  American 
Independence,  and  France  before  the  Revolution.  Text — "Balance  of 
Power" — HassaH. 

This,  course  introduces  the  student  to  the  political  history  of  the 
individual  European  states  in  so  far  as  they  have  affected  directly  the 
European  System  as  a  whole.     The  Reconstruction  of  Germany;   the 

B — Modern  Europe — 1815—1899.     One  semester.     Three  hours. 
Revolution  of  1S30  and  also  of  1848;  The  Crimean  War;  the  Un;on  of 
Italy;  the  Foundation  of  the  German  Empire;  the  Franco-German  War, 
and  the  Treaty  of  Berlin  are  carefully  studied 

V.  Social  Institutions  of  the  United  States.  One  semester.  One 
hour.  There  are  certain  institutions  which  reveal  the  character  of  a 
nation  and  at  the  same  time  offer  fertile  fields  for  research.  To  know 
their  origin,  history,  and  relation  is  to  come  into  the  possess'on  of  a 
vast  amount  of  knowledge. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  rise  and 
history  of  the  American  Bar;  the  founding,  growth  and  influence  of 
the  great  educational  institutions  of  the  U.  S. ;  the  relation  of  the 
churches  and  the  clergy  to  the  welfare  of  the  nation;  the  influence  of 
democracy  upon  history  and  religioin.  ,  Text — "Social  Institutions  in 
the  U.  S"— Bryce. 

PHYSIOLOGY 

The  course  in  phyisology  in  the  Arts-Agriculture  Combination  Course 
must  be  preceded  by  a  course  in  Chemistry. 

The  work  includes  the  Essentials  of  Biology,  Human  Anatomy  and 
Phyisology,  and  Labratory  Work. 
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PSYCHOLOGY. 

Course  I.  General  Psychology.  In  this  course  due  consideration 
will  be  given  to  the  Method  in  Psychology,  Sensation,  Investigation 
and  Classification  of  Perception,  Imagination,  Memory,  The  Concept 
and  Its  Implications,  Instinct,  Impulse,  Emotion,  Volition,  The  Self. 
Text-book:     Lectures  and  Papers.     One  semester.    Two  hours. 

Course  II.  Psychology  as  a  Preparaton  to  the  Study  of  Meta- 
physics. In  this  course  «,  careful  study  will  he  made  of  the  Aspect  of 
Consciousness,  Elements  of  Knowledge  the  Process  of  knowledge,  the 
Stages  of  Knowledge,  Feeling,  Volition.  Text-book:  Prescribed  In- 
vestigations, Theses.  This  course  is  open  to  Juniors  in  co-ordinated 
courses.     One  semester.    Pour  hours. 

Course  III.  Genetic  Psychology.  Attention  will  be  given  to  Be- 
havior, Structural  Basis  and  Types  of  Instincts,  Habits  and  Ideas, 
Consciousness,  Intelligence,  Racial  and  Individual  Development.  Text- 
book: Lectures.    Two  hours. 

Course  IV.  Paldology.  This  will  consist  of  a  study  of  the  Prob- 
lem of  Child  Study,  Physical  Growth  and  Development,  Classification 
of  Instincts,  Development  of  Instincts,  Development  of  Intellect, 
Heredity,  Individuality,  and  Child  Study  Applied  in  Schools.  One 
semester.     One  hour     Tetx-book:   Lectures. 

SOCIOLOGY 
This  Course  embraces  the  elements  of  Sociology  and  the  theory  of  So- 
ciety, Social  Psychology,  the  Development  of  Social  Insttiutions,  the  Ap- 
plications of  Sociological  Teaching  to  Social  Problems. 

Modern  social  problems  are  largely  stressed  e.  g.,  The  Problem  of  the 
Modern  Family,  Eugenics,  Sex  Morality,  Immigration  Problem,  Negro 
Problem,  The  Problem  of  the  City,  Crime,  Poverty  and  Pauperism,  Educa- 
tion and  Social  Progress,  Socialism  in  the  Light  of  Sociology. 

Bibliography,  abstracts  and  theses  are  required.  The  theses  must  cover 
original  investigations  of  pratical  Social  problems 
Text— Dealy.  —  Senior  year. 

SCHOOL  MANAGEMENT  AND  SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATION. 

Three  periods  a  week.  Text — Chancellor's  "Our  Schools:  Their 
Administration  and  Supervision." 

A  A  special  topic  will  be  assigned  to  each  student  for  special 
investigation.     Lectures,  discussions,  assigned  readings,  and  theses. 
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Course  I.  The  Nature  and  Scope  of  School  Management,  The 
Teacher,  The  Growth  of  the  Teacher,  Physical  Conditions,  School  Site 
and  Grounds,  Buildings,  Rooms,  Seating,  Lighting,  Ventilation,  Heating, 
General  Sanitation,  Hygiene,  Organization  of  the  School,  The  Govern- 
ment of  the  School,  and  School  Ethics. 

Course  II.  School  Incentives,  The  Curriculum,  The  Daily  Pro- 
gramme, The  Recitation,  Training  Pupils  to  Study,  School  Gardens, 
Playgrounds,  Vacation  Schools,  The  School  and  the  Community.  The 
School  as  a  Social  Center,  Affiliated  Interests. 

Course  III.  Rural  Schools,  Rural  Problems,  Rural  Economics, 
School  Work,  School  Requisites,  Model  and  Typal  Lessons,  Reviews 
and  Examinations,  School  Economy. 

Course  IV.  National  Movements,  National  Ideas  and  Standards, 
Evolution  of  Free  Common  Schools,  Society's  Part  in  the  Administra- 
tion of  Education,  The  Establishment  of  Schools,  Laws  and  Units  of 
Control,  Types  of  School  Set  Up,  Boards  of  Education,  Maintenance, 
and'Other  Fiscal  Aspects  of  Public  Education,  Preparation  of  Teachers, 
Selection  of  Treachers,  Physical  Equipment  of  Schools. 

Course  V.  The  Administration  of  Public  Education  in  the  United 
States,  Factors  Favoring  the  Advance  of  Education,  The  State  and 
Education,  Supervision,  Courses  of  Study,  Administration  of  Different 
Classes  of  Schools,  The  Inspection  of  Schools,  School  Attendance,  The 
School  As  a  Feature,  The  Teaching  Staff. 

Course  VI.  Classification  and  Promotion,  Activities  and  Relations 
of  the  School,  The  Financing  of  Public  Education,  The  Improvement  of 
Teachers  in  Service,  Problems  Growing  out  of  State  and  Local  Adminis- 
tration of  Education,  Text-books  and  Supplies,  Child  Labor  Legisla- 
tion, The  Administration  of  Moral  Education,  School  Law 

THEOLOGY. 

Findlay  College  is  the  gift  of  the  Churches  of  God  to  the  rising 
generations,  and  the  chief  object  of  the  giving  was  that  the  children 
of  the  churches  might  have  Christian  training  under  the  guidance  and 
influence  of  the  churches,  and  that  those  preparing  tor  the  Gospel 
Ministry  in  the  Churches  of  God  couk;  be  educated  by  them. 

The  churches  are,  more  and  n'ore,  realizing  the  necessity  of  an  edu- 
cated and  efficient  ministry.  Some  fundamental  requisites  for  such  a 
ministry  are  a  comprehensive  knowledge*  of  theological  encyclopedia, 
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a  definite  knowledge  of  the  rise  and  progress  of  modern  missions,  and 
a  sympathetic  and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  contents  and  teach- 
ings of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

God's  call  to  preach  should  be  met  by  man's  willingness  to  fully 
prepare  to  meet  the  requirements  of  such  a  divine  call.  For  the  high- 
est vocation  in  life  the  most  thorough  preparation  should  be  made. 

To  this  end  the  Theological  department  of  Findlay  College  is 
earnestly  and  hopefully  laboring  to  adequately  equip  and  tra.n  those 
who  come  here  for  culture  and  instruction. 

Courses  of  Instruction. 

In  this  department  there  are  three  courses:  the  Theological,  the 
Ministerial,  and  that  of  Religious  Education. 

Theological. 

In  this  course  the  student  takes  his  work  in  the  Classical  course 
until  he  reaches  the  Junior  College  year.  The  last  two  years  being 
devoted  entirely  to  Theological  work. 

Students  completing  the  Theological  course  receive  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts.  On  the  completion  of  this  course  the  student  may 
pursue  a  two  years'  post-graduate  course  leading  to  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Divinity. 

DEGREE  OF  BACHELOR  OF  DIVINITY. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  will  be  conferred: 

1  On  all  those  who  have  completed  the  Theological  course  in 
this  College,  provided  they  take  two  years'  post-graduate  work  in 
Theology  in  tie  College,  or  three  years  by  correspondence. 

2.  On  all  those  who  have  taken  the  Classical  course  in  this  or 
any  other  reputable  College,  provided  they  spend  three  years  in  Theo- 
logical work  in  the  College. 

Applicants  for  post-graduate  study  will  receive  full  information  as 
to  the  courses  by  applying  to  the  Principal  of  this  department  or  to 
th«  President  of  the  College. 

CHRISTIAN  ASSOCIATIONS  OF  THE  COLLEGE. 

The  principal  organizations  doing  work  under  the  above  name 
are:  The  Ministerial  Association,  The  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  The  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
and  the  Student  Volunteer  Workers. 
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These  Christian  Associations  are  of  untold  benefit  to  the  devel- 
opment of  sterling  Christian  character.  Under  their  direction  mis- 
sionary work  is  carried  on  at  Howard  Street  Mission  and  at  G  Street 
Mission.  Those  preparing  for  the  ministry  do  the  preaching  and  assist 
in  the  teaching  in  these  missions  and  also  render  efficient  help  in  all 
the  auxiliaries  of  the  church  work  at  Front  Street  and  the  College 
Chapel.  Weekly  noon-prayer  meetings  are  conducted  throughout  the 
school  year.  Aside  from  this  work,  the  churches  of  the  City  of  Findlay 
and  the  community  make  numerous  calls  upon  our  Theological  students 
to  fill  their  pulpits  in  the  absence  of  iheir  respective  pastors  In  these 
ways  the  students  in  this  department  have  constant  and  ample  oppor- 
tunities to  do  practical  work  throughout  their  College  and  Theological 
courses. 

First  Year. 

THEOLOGICAL  PROPAEDEUTICS 
First  Semester. 

1.  Course  in  Objective  Religion.  Two  hours.  This  course  under- 
takes to  examine  briefly  Dualism,  Polytheism,  Pantheism,  Monotheism, 
Fetichism,  Confucianism,  Brahmanism,  Zoroastrianism,  Judaism,  Mo- 
hammedanism, and  Christianity. 

2.  Course  in  Subjective  Religion.  One  hour.  In  this  course  the 
student  will  examine  briefly  the  Psychology  of  Religion,  Piety  and 
Knowledge,  Piety  and  Morality,  Piety  and  Feeling,  Theology  and 
Religion,  Theology  and  the  Gospel  Ministry,  Theology  and  Philosophy. 

3.  Course  in  Exegetical  Theology.  Two  hours.  In  this  course 
careful  attention  will  be  given  to  the  Bible  and  Helps  for  Its  Proper 
Study,  the  Classification  of  the  Languages,  the  Study  of  the  Classics, 
Christianity  and  the  Greek  Language,  The  Apostolic  Greek,  the  Pecul- 
iarities of  the  New  Testament  Writers,  Biblical  Geography,  Textual 
Criticism,  Sources  of  the  Old  Testament  Text,  Sources  of  the  New 
Testament  Text,  the  Nature  of  Hermeneutc,  the  Various  Kinds  of 
Exegesis. 

CHURCH   POLITY  AND  CHRISTIAN   INSTITUTIONS 
Second  Sen) ester.     Two  Hours. 
I.     Christian   Worship      in  tin's  course  attention  win   be  given  t<> 
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The  Significance  of  Worship,  Christian  Baptism,  The  Lord's  Supper, 
Washing  the  Saints'  Feet,  Easter,  Christmas,  Divine  Names,  and  Chris- 
tian Stewardship. 

II.  The  Organization  of  the.  Church.  Two  hours.  In  this  course 
the  aim  is  to  study  the  organization  of  the  Church;  the  work  and 
place  of  Apostles,  Prophets  and  Teachers  of  the  Church;  the  qualifi- 
cations and  work  of  the  Elders,  Deacons,  Preachers  of  the  Church ;- 
the  organization  of  the  Church  in  the  Age  of  Reformation;  the  develop- 
ment of  doctrine  during  this  period. 

III.  Church  Polity.  One  hour.  In  this  course  it  is  the  aim  to 
acquaint  the  student  with  the  several  forms  of  church  government,  as 
the  Congregational,  the  Episcopal,  and  the  Presbyterian.  Lectures  will 
be  given  and  theses  required. 

Second  Year, 

OLD   TESTAMENT   THEOLOGY. 
First  Semester,    Two  Hours. 

1.  Introduction.  This  course  includes  lectures  and  studies  in  His- 
torical Literature,  the  Penteteuch  and  Criticism,  the  Penteteuch  and 
Its  Sources,  the  Dates  of  Its  Sources,  the  Earlier  Historical  Books  of 
Joshua  and  Judges,  Samuel,  Kings,  Chronicles,  Job,  and  Psaims 
Special  emphasis  will  be  given  to  the  introductory  literature  of 
Prophecy 

2.  Old  Testament  History.  One  hour.  In  this  course  special  at- 
tention is  given  to  Patriarchal  History,  Religion  in  the  Patriarchal 
Age,  the  Exodus  and  the  Wanderings,  Religion  in  the  Mosaic  Age,  the 
Conquest  of  Canaan,  the  Judges,  the  Rise  of  the  Monarchy,  the  Reign 
of  David,  the  Reign  of  Solomon,  Israel  and  Judah.  Students  will  be 
required  to  write  theses  on  some  phases  of  these  subjects 

3.  Great  Doctrines  of  God.  Two  hours.  In  this  course  the  aim  is 
to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  Old  Testament  doctrines  of  the  Bible. 
The  course  will  cover  investigations  and  lectures  in  the  Unity  of  God, 
the  Spirit  of  God,  the  Divine  Attributes,  the  Doctrine  of  Man,  Sin, 
Redemption,  Priesthood  and  Atonement,  and  Immortality. 
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Second  Semester.    Two  Hours. 

4.  Historical  Theology.  This  course  gives  an  opportunity  of 
studying  Historical  Development,  The  Place  of  Christ  in  History, 
The  History  of  Worship,  the  History  of  Doctrines  and  Dogmas,  the 
Periods  of  Christian  Church  History,  the  History  of  Israel,  the  History 
of  Biblical  Times,  The  Life  of  Christ,  the  Apostolic  Age,  Patristic 
Literature,  the  Reformation. 

5.  Biblical  and  Dogmatic  Theology.  Two  hours.  In  this  course 
due  attention  will  be  given  to  the  Nature  of  Biblical  Theology,  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments,  the  Theology  of  the  Old  Testament,  the  Teach- 
ing of  Jesus,  the  Teaching  of  the  Apostles,  the  Theology  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  the  Theology  of  the  Lutheran  Church;  the  Theology  of 
the  Reformed  and  Calvinistic  Churches,  the  Theology  of  the  Churches 
of  God,  Arminianism,  the  Theology  of  the  Reformation,  New  England 
Theology,   Presbyterian  Theology  and  German  Theology  in  America 

6.  Christian  Ethic.  One  hour.  This  course  will  consist  of  an 
inquiry  into  the  principles  of  Philosophical  and  Christian  Ethic,  Pagan 
and  Christian  Morality,  Medaeval  and  Moral,  History  of  Protestant 
Ethic,  Casuistry,  and  Comparative  Statistics. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  Oh  RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION. 

The  initiation  of  this  course  ^s  due  to  the  generous  gift  of  Five 
Thousand  Dollars  from  Brother  D.  M.  Bare,  of  Roaring  Springs,  Pa. 
This  course  aims:  (1) — To  lit  prospective  pastors  and  active  pastors, 
Sunday  School  Superintendents  and  Teachers,  for  the  religious  train- 
ing of  the  young;  (2) — To  fit  prospective  missionaries  for  efficient  work 
in  the  home-land  and  in  the  foreign  field;  (3) — To  furnish  special  train- 
ing for  persons  who  intend  to  devote  their  exclusive  t  me  to  the  train- 
ing and  leading  the  Christian  forces  in  their  local  communities  in  m  s- 
sonary,  Christian  Endeavor,  and  kindred  movements  (4) — To  foster 
systematic  study  and  research  in  Evangelism,  organized  charity,  and 
temperance  reform,  and  the  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement,  etc. 

The  following  schedule  is  subject  to  such  minor  changes  as  the 
exigencies  of  th  work  may  demand. 

Course  1.     Old  Testament  History.     Four  hours      Two  SemesU irs. 

This  course  will  include  a  study  of  The  Pre-Histor  c  'World; 
Patriarchal  History;  The  Exodus  and  the  Wanderings;  Religion  in  the 
Mosaic  A'c;  Tin  Conques4  of  Canaan;  The  Judges;  The  Rise  of  the 
Monarchy;   The   Reign  of  David;   Tho  Reign  of  Solomon;    [srae]   and 
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Judah;  Religion  from  Solomon  to  the  Exile;  The  Return  from  the 
Exile,  and  Religion  after  the  Return  from  Exile.  Reference  Text — Old 
Testament  History — Wade. 

Course  II.  The  Origin  and  Expansion  of  the  Sunday  School.  Two 
Semesters. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  a  comprehensive 
knowledge  of  the  Origin,  Growth  and  Administration  of  the  Sunday 
School.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  Origin  and  Growth  o£ 
the  International  Lessons;  to  the  Graded  Lessons;  to  Teacher  Train- 
ing, and  the  Sunday  School  Work  as  manifested  in  the  National  and 
International  Conventions. 

Course  III.     Paidology.     Pour  hours.     Two  Semesters. 

The  work  in  this  course  will  consist  of  lectures,  reference  library 
work,  and  papers.  Due  attention  will  be  given  to  Physical  Growth  and 
Development,  Classification  and  development  of  Instincts,  Develop- 
ment of  Intellect,  Heredity,  Individuality,  Child-study  applied  in 
schools. 

Course  IV.     Biblical  Exegesis 

For  details  of  this  course  see  Biblical  Exegesis. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Course  V.  Life  of  Christ.     Two  Semesters. 
For  details  of  this  course  see  English  Bible. 

Course  VI.    Harmony  of  the  Gospels,     Two  hours.     One  Semester. 

Since  we  have  the  Four  Gospels,  it  follows  that,  in  order  to  obtain 
a  full  and  consecutive  account  of  all  the  facts  of  our  oLrd's  life  and 
ministry,  the  four  Gospel-narratives  must  be  brought  together  and 
studied  so  as  to  present  as  nearly  as  possible  their  true  chronological 
order. 

The  course  w  11  cover  the  events  connected  with  the  Birth  and 
Childhood  of  Our  Lord;  The  Announcement  and  Introduction  of  Our 
Lord's  Ministry;  The  Lord's  First  Passover;  The  Lord's  Second  Pass- 
over; Our  Lord's  Public  Entry  into  Jerusalem,;  Our  Lord's  Passion; 
Our  Lord's  Resurrection,  His  Subsequent  Appearance,  and  His 
Ascension. 

Course  VII.     The  Apostolic  Age.     Four  hours.     One  Semester. 
Text:  Christianity  in  the  Apostolic  Age — Purves.    This  course  will 
cover  in  a  discursive  manner  the  Rise  of  Christianity  in  Jerusalem; 
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Pentecost;  The  Dispersion;  The  Conversion  off  Paul;  The  Progress  of 
the  Mother  Church;  The  Missionary  Journey  of  Paul  and  Barnabas; 
The  Council  at  Jerusalem;  The  Entrance  of  Christianity  into  Europe; 
Paul  in  Corinth;  Paul  in  Ephesus;  Paul  in  Rome;  The  Last  Years  of 
Paul;   The  Last  Years  of  the  Apostle  Peter,  and  the  Johannean  Period 

Course  VIII.     English  Biblical  Exegesis. 
For  details  of  this  course  see  page     30 

Course  IX.  Christianity  and  World-Wide  Missions.  One  Semester. 
Four  hours. 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  student  an  appreciable  under- 
standing of  missions  through  a  careful  study  of  the  lives  of  prominent 
miss'onaries.  The  lives  of  the  following  will  be  given  special  emphasis: 
Raymond  Lull,  The  Christian  Crusader  and  His  Conquest;  William 
Carey,  the  Christian  Pioneer  and  His  Problems;  Alexander  Duff,  the 
Christian  Student  and  the  World's  Educator;  George  Bowen,  the  Chris- 
tian Mystic  and  the  Ascetic  Ideal;  John  Lawrence,  the  Christian  States- 
man and  the  Problem  of  Religion  and  Politics;  Charles-George  Gor- 
don, the  Christian  Knight  Errant  and  the  Power  of  Pure  Devotion.

Course  X.     Comparative  Missions.     Four  hours.     One  Semester. 

In  this  course  the  student  will  be  required  to  compare  the  rise, 
growth,  and  methods  of  Paul's  nrssionary  work  with  that  of  such  men 
as  Livingstone,  Carey,  Paton,  Grenfel.  Special  attention  will  be  given 
to  the  missionary  activities  of  the  Churches  of  God  in  the  United  States 
and  in   India. 

Attention  will  be  given  to  the  Call,  Qualifications  and  Preparation 
of  Prospective  Missionaries. 

Course  XI.    The  Sunday  School     One  Semester.    Two  hours. 

The  aim  of  this  course  will  be  to  give  the  student   a  comprehen 
sive  idea  of  all  departments  of  the  Sunday  School  work.    The  following 
subjects    will    be    studied:    The    Sunday    School;    The    Sunday    School 
Teacher;  The  Sunday  School  Superintendent:  The  Pastor;  The  officers 
of  The  Sunday  School;  The  Activities  of  the  Sunday  School;  The  Sun 
day  School  In  its  Relation  to  the  Homo.  The  Church,  and  to  Evangelism, 
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THE  MINISTERIAL  COURSE. 

For  students,  who,  for  various  reasons,  are  unable  to  take  the 
Theological  course,  a  three  years'  Ministerial  course  has  been  pro- 
vided. If  there  is  a  deficiency  on  the  part  of  the  student  in  the  com- 
mon branches,  an  extra  year  is  required  before  entering  the  course 

Primarily  the  aim  of  this  course  is  to  make  efficient  teachers  of 
the  Word  of  God,  and  to  give  thorough  training  in  the  use  of  the  Eng- 
jish  language. 

On  the  completion  of  this  course  the  student  will  be  given  a  certifi- 
cate of  work  done.

TRIGONOMETRY— PLANE  AND  SPHERICAL. 

Practical  problems  are  given  due  consideration.  Four  recitations 
per  week  during  the  second  semester.  Text,  Granville.  Credit,  four 
semesters-hours. 

ZOOLOGY. 

The  subject  is  divided  into  Systematic  and  Comparative  Zoology 
Type  forms  are  carefully  studied  with  special  attention  to  the  develop- 
ment of  animal  life  from  simple  to  complex  structures.  Microscopic 
projection  is  employed  for  illustrating.  Dissecton,  the  use  of  the  Micro- 
scope, and  the  preparation  of  slides,  are  studied  in  the  Laboratory. 
Two  recitations  per  week.  Two  hours  laboratory  work  per  week.  Text, 
Orton  and  TJodge.  This  is  a  one  semester  course  yielding  three  sem- 
ester-hours credit.

PRIZES, 

A  Scholarship  prize  of  a  Year's  Tuition  is  offered  by  A.  O.  Ham- 
ilton for  the  best  orations  given  during  Commencement  week  at  an 
Oratorical  Contest. 

There  shall  be  four  contestants  chosen  by  a  preliminary  contest 
as  arranged  by  the  Faculty. 

The  rules  of  the  contest  are : 

1.  The  orations  shall  be  original  in  thought  and  individuality. 

2.  The  orations  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  2,000,  or  more  than 
2,500  words. 

3.  The  prizes  shall  be  awarded  by  five  distinguished  judges, 
chosen  from  different  professions. 

4.  They  shall  judge  of  subject  matter,  style  and  delivery.  De- 
livery shall  count  40  per  cent,  each  of  the  others  30  per  cent. 

5.  Th©  contestants  shall  furnish  each  judge  with  a  typewritten 
copy  of  his  oration  at  least  one  week  before  the  contest. 

6.  Conviction  of  plagiarism  within  two  years  shall  work  for- 
feiture of  the  prize. 
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PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

Prof.  G.  (*.  Bruer,  Principal. 

The  purpose  of  this  department  is  to  prepare  students  for  any 
of  the  advanced  courses  in  Findlay  College.  A  "unit"  means  one  sub- 
ject purs, ued  four  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year  of  thirty-e  gLt 
weeks.  One-fourth  of  a  unit  is  granted  for  Bible  for  one  year's  work, 
one  hour  a  week.  Fifteen  units  are  required  for  graduation  or  12S 
semester  hours. 

Courses  ami  Text- Books. 

ENGLISH— This  subject  is  required  four  hours  a  week  for  three 
years.  Texts:  Hanson's  "Two  Years'  Course  n  English  Composition'" 
for  the  first  two  years;  Halleck's  "English  Literature"  and  "American 
Literature"  for  the  third  year.  In  connection  with  these,  properly  dis- 
tributed, English  classics  requ  red  for  college  entrance  for  1913-1919 
are  studied  and  read. 

LATIN — Four  years  of  Latin  are  offered.  Pearson's  "Essentials 
of  Latin''  is  used  for  the  first  year  Four  books  of  Caesar's  Gallic 
Wars,  with  Daniel-Browne's  Composition,  constitute  the  second  year's 
work;  six  orations  of  Cicero  with  composition  the  third  year,  and  six 
books  of  Vergil  the  fourth  year.  Four  hours  a  week  are  given  to 
each  year;  first  year  five  hours. 

GERMAN — Two  years  of  German  are  offered.  Joynes-Meisner's 
Grammar  with  easy  texts  in  reading  are  used  in  the  first  year.  Wil- 
liam Tell,  other  texts,  and  composition  in  the  secona  year.  Five  hours 
a  week  the  first  year;  four  the  second. 

MATHEMATICS — Algebra  is  studied  three  semesters  and  Geom- 
etry one  year,  four  hours  a  week.     Well's  text-books  are  used. 

HISTORY — Three  years  are  offered  in  history.  Lanard's  "Histor^ 
of  the  United  States"  and  Hinsdale's  "Civil  Government"  are  the  textb 
for  the  first  year.  "Ancient  Hstory"  and  "Mediaeval  History"  by  Myers, 
are  the  texts  studied  in  the  second  and  third  years.    Four  hours  a  week. 

BIBLE] — Two  years,  one  hour  a  week,  are  given  to  the  study  of  the 

Old  Testament  history  and  the  New  Testament  history.  The  student 
uses  the  Bible  as  a  text-book,  guided  by  outlines  supplied  by  the  in- 
structor The  object  is  to  lay  a  foundation  for  Biblical  exegesis  and 
to  give  a  general  knowledge  of  the  Bible  as  a  whole. 
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SCIENCES-PHYSICS — An  elementary  course  with  laboratory  work 
four  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Text:  Millikan  and  Gale. 

BOTANY — One  semester  four  hours  a  week  are  given  to  elemen- 
tary Botany.  Coulter's  "A  Text-Book  of  Botany"  is  used  in  connection 
with  Meier's  "Plant  Study." 

CHEMISTRY— See  "Elementary  Chemistry"  and  "Household 
Chemistry"  in,  College  courses.

THE  PURPOSE. 

The  purpose  of  the  Pindlay  College  School  of  Expression  is  the 
development  and  culture  of  mind  and  body  for  the  expression  of 
thought,  action  and  feeling.  These  are  the  fundamental  principles  of 
Expression,  and  should  be  carefully  cultivated.  The  student  must 
learn  to  think  clearly,  and  with  his  cultured  thought  he  must  have  a 
responsive  heart;  must  develop  the  art  of  Sympathy  and  Einot  on,  yet 
he  must  be  trained  that  his  action  may  portray  his  though  and  feeling. 
With  these  qualifications  fully  developed  he  becomes  a  master,  and 
may  sway  the  multitude  with  his  oratory  and  power. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION.

Dramatics  and  Stage  Work. 

METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

We  Leach  natural  laws  of  expression,  not  hackneyed  rules  of  imita- 
tion. We  aim  to  develop  individuals  so  as  to  awaken  them  to  their 
own  powers  of  expression  and  to  use  them  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

VOICE  DEVELOPMENT  AND  CULTURE. 

This  work  rs  based  upon  the  Italian  system  of  voice  use  The 
sound  is  produced  by  action  of  the  muscles  of  the  diaphragm,  and  not 
by  the  upper  chest.  This  mode  of  voice  building  is  in  use  by  the  best 
dingers  and  orators  the  world  over. 

GESTURE  AND  MOVEMENT. 

The  new  physical  culture  develops  the  body  and  renders  move- 
ments and  gestures  easy  acquisitions.  It  has  no  equal  for  this  pur- 
pose; gesture  pantomime  gives  the  student  freedom  and  readiness  of 
action.  The  pupil  is  shown  that  any  sentence  may  be  given  with  a 
gesture.  In  this  way  it  is  introduced  throughout  selections  and  the 
student  soon  acquires  power  and  facility  by  its  use.

True  art  in  Fyrography  and  Wood  Carving  is  taught  in  this  depart- 
ment; also  Modeling  in  clay. 

GRADUATION. 

Students  wishing  to  graduate  from  this  department  must  have  a 
dipioma  from  the  Preparatory  Department  of  the  College,  or  its  equiva- 
lent, and  will  be  required  to  do  proficient  nnd  satisfactory  work  in  all 
the  branches  taught  in  this  Department.  On, completion  of  the  course 
in  this  Department  the  student  will  be  entitled  to  a  diploma. 

TUITION. 

Two  lessons  a  week,  per  term  of  ten  weeks,  $10  00;  single  lessons 
75  cents  each.  All  tuition  must  be  paid  at  the  Co -lege  office  strictly 
advance. 

In  this  Department  the  school  year  consists  of  four  terms  of  ten 
weeks  each,  but  students  may  arrange  to  begin  their  work  at  any  time 
during  the  year. 

A  special  class  will  be  arranged  for  on  Saturday  to  accommodate 
those  who  are  engaged  elsewhere  other  days  of  the  week.

PIANO. 

All  students  of  the  Piano  are  required  to  pursue  the  most  thor- 
ough modern  system  of  technical  training  practicable,  special  atten- 
tion being  given  to  hand  formation,  the  cultivation  of  touch,  interpre- 
tation, correct  musical  taste  and  the  attainment  of  an  art'stic  delivery. 
To  this  end  rythm,  phrasing,  musical  form,  treatment  of  modulation, 
syncopation,  suspension,  and  the  use  of  the  pedal  ?s  discussed  Begin- 
ners and  those  not  far  advanced  are  especially  welcome,  as  they  possess 
few  or  none  of  the  erroneous  ideas  and  bad  habits  which  are  so  easily 
formed  by  incorrect  teaching,  or  by  careless  pract'ee.  and  which  prove, 
in  many  cases,  almost  insurmountable  obstables  to  high  culture.  They, 
therefore,  receive  more  rapidly  the  correct  fundamental  principles,  and 
can,  as  a  rule,  make  steady  and  ra,p:'d  progress,  uninterrupted  by  the 
tedious  process  of  unlearning  bad  habits  which  retard  the  advancement 
of  those  less  fortunate  Selections  are  made  from  the  best  classical 
and  modern  compositions. 

VOICE  CULTURE. 

In  the  study  and  development  of  the  voice,  much  care  is  taken  to 
the  laying  of  a  thorough  foundation.  In  this  preparation  much  atten- 
tion is  given  toward  teaching  the  correct  way  of  breath'ng.  And  as 
;  'P'-ra^m  is  the  principle  and  essential  breath'ng  muscle,  and  as 
expiration  is  effected  chiefly  by  the  abdom'nal  muscles,  our  first  en- 
deavor  is  to  strengthen  the  diaphragmatic  breathing  by  systematically 
developing  the  abdominal  muscles.     As  soon  as  the  diaphragm  func- 
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tions  are  as  desired,  the  student  is  turned  toward  tone  production  (be- 
ing able  to  recognize  the  "point  of  support"  for  the  voice,)  tone-plac- 
:;ng,  and  the  proper  use  of  the  vocal  organs.  After  this  foundation  is 
laid  the  technic  of  the  voice  is  considered;  for  the  development  of 
which,  studies  are  taken  from  the  best  modern  schools,  treating  each 
vo:ce  according  to  its  own  special  needs.  The  student  may  now  advance 
into  the  larger  and  unlimited  field  of  song  and  interpretation  which  is 
so  fascinating  to  the  talented  and  those  of  an  artiste  temperament. 
Those  who  are  not  gfted  by  nature  with  unusual  voices  should  not 
despair  if  they  wish  to  learn  to  sing,  for  often  our  best  singers  are 
those  to  whom  nature  has  given  only  an  average  voice,  while  frequently 
the  one  with  the  wonderful  voice  accomplishes  nothing  or  only  reaches 
mediocrity.  The  ability  to  absorb  the  teaching,  the  talent  for  applica- 
tion to  the  work  and  above  all  the  artistic  temperament  are  of  as  much 
importance  as  the  natural  vo'ce. 

THEORY. 

The  course  in  Theory  embraces  four  terms  in  Harmony,  twTo  terms 
in  Ear  Training,  four  terms  in  Counterpoint,  Imitation,  Canon  and 
Fugue;  four  terms  in  Form  and  Analysis.  Text-books — Harmony: 
Heacox  &  Lehman;  Counterpoint,  Im'tation,  Fugue:  Clark,  Prout; 
Form  and  Analysis:  Cornell. 

HISTORY  01   MUSIC. 

All  students  are  required  to  take  at  least  one  year  of  Musical 
■  History.  No  student  can  intelligently  render  any  composition  unless 
he  is  familiar  with  the  life  and  characteristics  of  the  composer,  and 
knows  something  of  the  period  in  which  he  lived.  The  class  will  meet 
once  each  week.  Text-book:  Dickinsin's  Study  of  the  History  of 
Music. 

ORCHESTRAL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  Department,  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Francis  C.  Chap- 
man, is  doing  work  of  a  high  order,  and  equal  to  that  of  any  other 
school.  The  very  best  methods  are  used,  including  Kayser's  36 
Preparation  Studies,  Schroadieck's  three  books  of  technic  for  the  vio- 
lin, Kreutzer's  forty  studies,  Fiorilla's  and  Givina's  technic,  and  Sevik's 
Advance  Technique  Studies. 

As  no  instrument  is  so  capacious  or  diversified  in  its  character, 
and  no  one  so  entirely  dependent  in  every  particular  on  the  concep- 
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tion  of  its  manipulator,  as  the  violin,  it  will  be  seen  at  once  that  thor- 
ough and  careful  training  is  necessary  to  become  a  good  violinist. 

In  this  department  all  stringed  and  brass  instruments  are  taught 
in  the  most  systematic  and  thorough  manner;  bad  habits  are  corrected 
and  correct  habits  established.  The  orchestral  and  sight  reading  class 
meets  daily,  to  which  all  regular  students  are  admitted. 

PIPE  ORGAN. 

Aside  from  the  position  the  organ  holds  as  a  means  of  culture, 
there  is  a  growing  demand  for  good  organists  in  churches  as  well  as 
in  schools.  The  plan  or  work  provides  for  thorough  training  in  all 
that  pertains  to  a  mastery  of  the  organ  for  church  and  concert  use, 
including  special  exercises  in  playing  church  music  and  voluntaries, 
drills  in  technic  and  registration.  The  course  is  arranged  to  give  a 
knowledge  of  the  different  schools  cr  organ  music  as  represented  by 
the  best  composers  of  each.  There  is  a  fine  Estey  two-manual  organ 
in  the  College  on  which  lessons  are  given,  and  on  which  students 
may  practice. 

PIA1V0S. 

The  Conservatory  is  furnished  with  high-grade  pianos — the  Voice 
Studio  with  one,  and  the  Piano  Studios  with  two  pianos  each.  An 
A.  B.  Chase  Grand  has  been  purchased  and  placed  in  the  College  Chapel 
for  use  in  all  public  recitals. 

MODES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

In  all  Departments  of  the  Conservatory,  excepting  the  Theory 
work,  the  student,  is  given  private  instruction,  thus  insuring  accuracy. 
The  methods  used  are  the  latest  and  most  intelligent  that  the  pro- 
fession has  to  offer.  The  Conservatory  hag  no  one  method,  but  takes 
from  the  vast  store-house  of  different  up-to-date  methods  the  one 
thing  or  as  many  as  may  be  required,  that  will  bring  the  desired  re- 
sult and  advancement  of  the  individual  student  in  question. 

ARTISTS'  RECITALS. 

The  Conservatory  aims  to  give  the  student  as  broad  and  practical 
;i  musical  education  as  possible.  And  as  a  means  of  advancing  the 
musical  taste  and  developing  the  faculty  of  hearing  intelligently  it 
has,  for  a  number  of  years,  conducted  a  series  of  Artists'  Recitals — 
four  per  school  year.  In  this  way  the  student  is  given  the  opportunity 
of  bearing  the  best  in  the  art   he  or  she  has  chosen 
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FACULTY  RECITALS. 

During  each  term  of  the  school  year  the  Conservatory  Faculty 
will  give  a  recital.  These  recitals  will  be  for  the  students  and  also 
the  public,  but  will  have  as  the  aim  the  education  and  development 
of  the  highest  in  the  art  Each  recital  will  deal  with  a  certain  school 
and  period  in  the  history  of  music,  being  prefaced  by  an  explanatory 
talk.  A  small  admission  fee  will  be  charged  the  public,  the  student's 
tickets  being  included  in  their  Artists'  fee. 

STUDENT  RECITALS. 

All  Conservatory  students  are  required  to  attend  the  private  re- 
citals given  every  two  weeks,  and  are  expected  to  perform  when 
requested  by  the  teacher. 

PUBLIC  RECITALS. 

Once  each  term  the  Conservatory  students  give  a  public  recital 
in  the  College  Chapel,  to  which  all  who  are  interested  are  invited. 
These  recitals  develop  in  the  students  freedom  and  self-confidence  in 
appearing  before  the  public. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

Pupils  are  urged  to  be  present  at  the  beginning  of  each  term. 

All  pupils  must  personally  enroll  with  the  Director. 

Excuses  for  lessons  missed  will  not  be  granted  by  the  individual 
teacher,  but  by  the  Conservatory  Faculty. 

No  lessons  missed  by  pupils  will  be  made  up  except  in  case  of 
sickness,  when  more  than  two  lessons  in  succession  are  missed,  in 
which  case  the  loss  will  be  shared- equally  by  the  Conservatory  and 
pupil. 

Lessons  occuring  on  National  holidays  will  not  be  made  up. 

Pupils  are  required  to  pay  their  tuition  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
College  strictly  in  alvance,  and  no  lessons  will  be  given  until  the 
tuition  is  paid. 

Pupils  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  part  in  any  public  program 
without  the  consent  of  the  Conservatory  Faculty. 

Every  music  student  is  expected  to  attend  all  concerts  given  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Conservatory  or  College. 

All  music  students  are  expected  to  attend  the  regular  Students' 
Recitals,  and  to  take  part  in  them  whenever  so  assigned. 
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When  students  stop  work  before  the  term  is  completed,  th*> 
money  for  the  lessons  thus  missed  will  not  he  refunded. 

All  Voice  pupils  are  expected  to  be  members  of  the  Vocal  Sight 
Reading  Class. 

Students  may  enroll  at  any  time,  but  for  not  less  than  a  period 
of  ten  weeks. 

Lessons  missed  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  term  by  students  who 
have  been  in  the  Conservatory  in  the  preceding  term  will  not  be 
made  up. 

All  pupils  of  assistant  teachers  must  have  at  least  one  year's 
work  with  the  Principal  of  the  Department  from  which  they  wish  to 
graduate,  in  addition  to  the  regular  work  with  the  assistant  teacher. 

GRADING  OF  WORK. 

A  careful  record  of  the  work  done  by  each  student,  while  con- 
nected with  the  school,  will  be  kept  by  the  Conservatory.  A  list  of 
all  the  pieces,  etudes,  songs,  vocalizes,  etc.,  studied  by  the  student 
during  each  term  will  be  kept  and  the  grade  will  be  given  according 
to  the  manner  in  which  these  are  performed. 

The  attendance  of  the  student  to  the  private  recitals  will  also 
be  considered  in  the  giving  of  this  grade. 

DIPLOMA  Ai\D  TEACHERS'  COURSE. 

Aside  from  the  special  courses  the  Conservatory  offers  two  Gen- 
eral courses  of  Instruction:  The  Course  leading  to  a  Diploma,  and 
the  Teacher's  Course. 

A  Diploma  will  be  granted  to  anyone  who  has  completed  the 
course  in  Piano,  Voice,  Organ  or  Violin,  and  Theory  The  student 
must  have  the  course  in  Theory,  which  comprises  three  years  of  two 
lessons  per  week  and  one  year's  History  of  Music,  and  give  a  recital 
of  artistic  merit  during  the  senior  year  :'n  order  to  receive  a  diploma 
in  Voice  or  any  instrument. 

The  degree,  Baohelo  of  Music,  is  granted  to  those  who,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  above,  have  received  a  diploma  from  the  Academy  of  the 
College,  or  from  a  first-class  High  School. 

The  Conservatory  will  grant  a  Teacher's  Certificate  to  those  who 
complete  the  Teacher's  Course.  Tins  certificate1  may  be  secured  by 
a   student  in   Voice,   Piano,   Organ  or  Violin,  the   requirements  being 
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the  same  as  in  the  Diploma  Course,  with  the  exception  of  the  recital, 
and  there  will  be  two  years'  Theory  mstead  of  three. 

GRADUATION. 

Graduates  in  Voice  are  expected  to  be  able  to  play  accompani- 
ments of  medium  difficulty  on  the  piano. 

The  Conservatory  Faculty  and  the  President  of  the  College  shall 
constitute  a  Board  of  Examiners,  and  no  pupil  shall  graduate  unless 
such  pupil  shall  prove  to  the  Board,  by  his  or  her  recital  to  be  worthy 
of  graduation. 

ENROLLMENT. 

All  Students  enroll  with  the  Director  and  pay  their  tuition  in 
advance  at  the  College  Office.  At  the  time  of  enrollment  the  student 
will  receive  from  the  Director  a  ticket,  wihiefo  will  admit  the  student 
and  one  person  accompanying  to  both  the  Faculty  and  Artist  Recitals 
of  the  term. 

NOTICE. 

When  the  student  is  enrolled  in  more  than  one  study  in  the  Con- 
servatory, a  small  reduction  will  be  made  in  the  tuition.

Equip- 
ment adapted  to  the  needs  of  business  students  has  been  provided  in 
the  bookkeeping  department.  Special  instruction  is  given  in  the  use 
of  the  Burroughs  Adding  machine. 

Findlay  Business  College  is  a  part  of  Findlay  College  and  is 
therefore  assured  permanency.  Students  have  all  the  advantages  of 
the  College  Library,  the  literary  societies,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y,  W. 
C.  A,  basketball,  baseball,  football  and  lawn  tennis. 

CHARACTER  DEVELOPMENT. 

We  are  interested  in  the  development  of  character  in  our  students. 
We  do  not  care  to  receive  students  with  low  ideals,  and  who  visit 
questionable  places.  There  are  plenty  of  young  men  and  women  of 
good  character.  We  want  that  kind.  We  are  not  running  a  Reform 
School  and  do  not  wish  to  waste  any  time  on  young  people  with  de- 
praved habits. 

W^e  point  with  pride  to  our  graduates  of  the  past.  Many  are  hold- 
ing places  of  responsibility  and  trust — places  which  can  be  held  only 
by  young  people  who  have  character,  knowledge,  with  ability  to  use  it, 
and  the  desire  to  make  the  most  of  life. 

COMMON  BRANCHES. 

All  students  are  required  to  take  Spelling,  Penmanship,  Business 
Correspondence,  Commercial  Arithmetic  and  Rapid  Calculation.  A 
student  who  is  deficient  in  these  can  not  hope  to  succeed  in  the 
other  branches.  Therefore  special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  these 
usually  neglected  branches. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

Students  must  have  satisfactory  grades  in  the  studies  named  in 
each  course  to  be  entitled  to  a  Diploma. 
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The  well-known  reputation  of  Findlay  Business  College  for  doing 
effifficient  work  is  thoroughly  recognized  by  the  business  community. 
We  do  not  believe  we  can  put  the  requirements  too  high. 

Short,  smattering  or  primary  courses  that  require  little  time  and 
little  study  and  give  little  knowledge  are  of  little  value. 

TIME  TO  GRADUATE. 

The  average  time  required  for  the  average  student  to  graduate  in 
either  a  shorthand  or  bookkeeping  course  is  eight  to  nine  months. 
Bright  and  well  educated  students  have  graduated  in  less. 

The  time  element  varies  according  to  the  education,  energy  and 
mental  ability  of  the  student.  Each  student  receives  individual  as  well 
as  class  instruction. 

Students  weak  in  English,  lacking  in  energy  and  slow  in  compre- 
hension naturally  require  a  longer  time,  but  such  students  can  not  be 
classed  as  average  students. 

Prospective  stenographers  or  bookkeepers  should  remember  that 
shorthand  or  bookkeeping  alone  do  not  qualify  for  business.  A  thor- 
ough knowledge  of  the  other  studies  in  the  course  are  very  necessary. 
Students  should  not  ask  us  how  much  is  required  to  graduate,  but  how 
much  am  I  entitled  to  in  this  or  that  course  Get  all  you  can.  You  will 
need  it  all. 

NEW  FEATURES  IN  ACCOUNTING. 

Farm  Accounting  has  been  added  to  our  course  to  meet  the  demand 
of  young  men  who  desire  to  follow  farming  as  a  business.  A  similar 
course  for  young  women  will  give  them  a  training  in  keeping  accounts 
in  the  home.  Agricultural  students  and  young  women  taking  the 
Domestic  Science  course  should  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to 
secure  a  training  in  business. 

FARM  ACCOUNTING. 

A  farmer  is  one  who  cultivates  a  farm.  He  manufactures  farm 
products,  using  seed,  soil,  atmosphere,  water,  chemicals,  labor  and 
machinery.  His  ever  present  problem  is  how  to  use  these  resources 
so  as  to  produc  the  greatest  value.  Farmers  increase  their  product  by 
good  business  management  Business  management  is  at  its  best  when 
supported  by  correct  bookkeeping  and  a  cost  system. 
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The  farmer  must  sell  his  product.  Selling  is  not  farming  nor 
owning  land.  It  is  a  business  in  itself  and  should  not  be  confused 
with  farming.     It  requires  a  careful  account  on  its  own  merits. 

The  Farmer-land-owner  has  three  departments  of  investment  and 
activity  from  each  of  which  he  should  so  administer  his  business  as 
to  secure  profit.  It  is  only  the  veteran,  experienced  farmer  of  great 
intelligence  that  can  keep  up  the  three-fold  line  of  profit  without 
bookkeeping.  Such  a  one  would  find  it  far  easier  to  keep  books 
arranged  to  show  the  weak  and  strong  points  of  business.  The  books 
do  not  make  the  gains  or  losses.  They  show  them  in  such  a  way  that 
a  farm  manager  who  thinks  may  take  action. 

HOUSEHOLD    BOOKKEEPING. 

This  course  is  especially  adapted  to  the  needs  of1  the  household, 
giving  to  young  women  a  course  prepared  with  the  idea  of  keeping  a 
systematic  account  of  all  income  and  expenses  of  the  home. 

Domestic  Science  students  will  find  this  course  a  valuable  one. 
Accounting  heretofore  has  been  largely  for  the  young  man.  This 
course  will  enable  young  women  to  put  their  bookkeeping  knowledge 
to  practical  use  in  every  day  life.
